CHANCE IN PUBLIC ATTITUDE 


No Question as to Sincerity of Ex- 
pressions of Cordial Relations— 
Feeling That Friendly Solution of 
Shipping Problem Will Be Forth- 
coming Is Greatly Strengthened 


London, Jan. 2-—The British for- 
eign office has opened negotiations 
with the French and Russian foreign 
offices relative to the contents of the 
reply which will be made to Presi- 
dent Wilson's note protesting against 
the interference with American mer- 
chant ships by English nien+of-war 
at sea. 

These negotiations among the three 
great chancellories are expected to 
show absolute accord and to result ip 
a friendly and satisfactory reply be- 
ing made to Washington by Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the English foreign minis- 
ter, some time next wéek. 

It is believed that when parliament 
convenes on Wednesday the Marquis 
of Crewe will make a statement offi- 
cially giving England's attitude in the 
matter of the American protest. 

Since the complete text of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note was made public 
here and the press and public has had 
an opportunity to judge the calm and 
cordial tone of the document, the 
feeling in favor of a friendly solution 
of the shipping problem has _ been 
strengthened.

Police Need Better Discipline and Fire 


Department is Deficient 


Gentlemen of the City Council and Citizens of Quincy : 

In assuming the duties of Mayor of this historie city, 
I do co with a feeling that I accept at your hands a great 
responsibility ; one that cprries with it many serious problems. 
It is aay purpose to administer the affairs of the municipality 
in a just, efficient, economical, businesslike, constructive man- 
ner, and in this work, I trust that I will have your co-opera 
tion and that of every public spirited citizen. 

Economy, efficiency and co-operation should be the key 
note of the administration of the, affairs of our City, other- 
wise our efforts will be futile. *We should use the same 
skill and care in the affairs of the . municipality that we 
would in our own private business. If we desire to bring 
a greater measure of happihess and prosperity to the people 
of our city, we should make our government strictly non- 
partisan. While I was clected on a partisan ticket, yet I 
have made it clear that polities should have no part im the 
business administration of the affairs of our City Govern- 
ment. It is obvious to me that to conduct an_ efficient, 
economical busincss administration we must eliminate 


politics, a a ae 


ASKS (CO-OPERATION. ‘ 


It will be my purpose at all times to keep in mind that 
it is essential te co-operate with you, gentlemen of the 
Council, ia the edeption of bills for the benefit of the munici- 
pality or in the rejection of such bills as may be detrimental 
to the interests of the city at large. With this in mind, I 


solicit your hearty co-operation. In turn you members of 


_ the Council shéild remember that co-operation among the 


members of your own body and with the Mayor will tend 
towards a better understanding and good government. The 
Members of the Counci! shonld view the affairs of our city 
in the same light that they would the interests of a great 
private corporation. in which they were financially interested 
and of which they were directors.. -The city funds are 
intrusted to them and they should weigh carefully every 
measure flat calls for great expenditures. You members 
of the Conncil should not commit vourselves te any act that 
will not result in the greatest good to the city as a whole 
rather than to some partic ‘ular section. The heads of de- 
partments and ether employees of the city should strive to 
bring their particular cog in our municipal machine in per- 
fect harmony with the policy of the administration. and 
should see to if that their work be carried on in a business- 
like manner. Once we have our forces ¢o-operating we 
will reap rewards. 

Our city is growing and at this time we should make 
plans. for the future. By the wisdom,of-the Legislature 
I am vested with authority to create new Beards that will 
prepare us for the problems of even fifty years hence. It 
is my purpose to appoint to these commissions public 
spirited citizens who are willing to make the sacrifice, and 
who will plan a constructive policy anticipating our rapid 
growth. These Commissions should be sufficiently powerful 
to prevent the adoption of any legislation that would be a 
detriment to the beauty of our city or in any) way endanger 
the health of generations to come. 

We should be careful in assuming new burdens for the 
present. It wonl] be more business like to protect our in- 
vestments than to allow them to go to rack and ruin because 
of a Jack of frinds. If you members of the Couneil contem-

our city is so out of proportion to our population and. rey-; 
enues. Streets where thousands of dollars have been ¢x- 
ies ded have been going to ruin. Should we not, therefore, 

e to it that the vast amount of money already expended on 
our thoroughfares be protected before appropriations are 
made for new roads. Our main trunk roads should have 
constant attention and be kept in the best possible condition, 
and thus prevent ihe diverting of traffic to the minor resi- 
dence streets. In any consideration of the streets of our 
city they should be sharply differentiated, according to their 
use, into main thoroughfares and minor streets, though 
there should, of course, be intermediate types. The princi- 
pal highways shenld be wide and direct, in order to accom- 
modate heavy traffic so well that it will keep away from the 
tinor streets, These highways should be planned far in 
advance of building, ia order to assure through connection. 
The result in saving in land, construction and up-keep, due 


to the concentration of travel will be very great, while the ° 


minor residence strects will be kept free from the noise and 
dust of heavy traffic. 


DEPLORABLE CONDITION OF STREETS. 


While the deplorable condition of our streets should and 
will receive immediate attention, yet the future development 
of our highways has been wisely planned for, by an act of 
past legislature which authorives the Mayor to appoint a 
Board of Survey. made up of three citizens. This act is 
aimed to prevert the unwise development of territory to the 


detriment of the City as a whole, and provides that if any ~ 


person or corporation desires to lay out any street in the 
city of Qnincy he shall, before beginning construction, sub- 
mit to the Board of Survey plans and profiles of such 
streets, and shall prepare them so as to show the method of 
drainage of the contiguous territory. The) power of accept. 
ing and laying out streets or ways is still vested with the 
City Council, but it can only do so with the approval ‘of the 
Board of Survey fist being obtained in the manner pro- 
vided in the act. This act will also prevent land specula- 
tors from indiscriminate laying out of streets through un- 
developed sections for the sole purpose of land sales, for if 
any individual or ¢orporation lays out streets and ways with- 
out the approval of the Board of Survey the publie authori- 
ties are prohibited by ihis act from doing any work in the 
same. The result will be that the individual will be forced 
to obtain the approval of the Board of Survey before develop- 
ing his land. 
CITY. PLANNING BOARD. 
In line with the task of giving proper direction to the 
future growth and development of Quiney the Mayor is 
directed by a legislative act (Chapter 494, 1913) to appoint 
a City Planning Board. It-is a labor fraught with the 
gravest responsibility, and most far reaching consequences 
It will be the duty of this Board to make a careful study of 
and needs of the City, and to 
make plans for the development of the municipality with 
special reference to the future. | Quiney with its: natural 
and its natural beauty will surely grow by leaps 
and bounds in the pear future. Thousands of families will 
in the near future come to this city for an attractive place to 
live. Many diversified commercial institutions will be at- 
tracted here by. the natural advantages that the city offers. 
In the next twenty years Quiney will probably show greater 
growth than any city adjacent to Boston. We should pro- 
fit by the experience of others. In the plan of a city 
the underlying framework is its means of communication—- 
by water, rail; aud highway. To this end. the railroads 
mist be studied’ with reference to the increasing problems 
of transportation of passengers and freight. We _ should 
plan now for prover transportation for our great granite 
and other industries and also our increasing commercial 
There is no reason why unsightly, unhealthy 
spots should disfigure our municipality. It costs more 
to keep them than to. get rid of them, or to plan in advance 
against their presence. The specific aim of the city planning 
board is to promote health, safety, convenience and beauty 
in the city, thereby eonserving human energy and life. 
Such planning eoneerns itself with all the physical aspects 
of the city—its streets, railroads, waterways, public services, 
its administrative, educational, recreative property; and the 
development of private property. It treats them as compon- 
ent parts of an organie whole, so that each may dovetail 
into the next. The economies resulting from such planning 
will repay the costs many times over in its items of immediate _..

FIRE DEPARTMENT DEFICIENT, 


Ne department in the city is so deficient from the stand- 
point of equipment as our Fire department. There is great 
need of modern apparatus, and I recommend that the de- 
partment be motorized as rapidly as possible. It is impos- 
sible to get any degree of efficiency from horse-drawn vehicles 
because ,of the great distarices that have to be travelled. 
Municipal experts all agree that not only i is the motor driven 
apparatus more efficient becatise of its great speed in reach- 
ing a tire zone, but also because of the economy in up-keep. 
The fire alarm system of our city is antiquated and practi- 
cally no improvements have been made upon this system in 
the past 17 years. .

It has the old wooden type of board which has 
been condemned by the National Board of Fire Underwriters 


This apparatus is installed in the Central Fire Station and’ 


is not only exposed to damage by fire from the building 
but from high tension currents leading to a wooden switeh- 
beard and wooden mountings of, the repeater and cutout 
eswitches. It is absolutely necessary for the safety of our 
homes and_industrics that the fire alarm cireuits have im- 
mediate attention. for owing.to the old type of boxes and the 
overloading of the cireuits we are in danger of inaccuracies 
in the alarms that might canse great loss of life and property. 
We should build a firepreof room adjoining the Central Fire 
Station and insta!! a modern automatic repeater and charg- 
ing board and other apparatus to bring the equipment to a 
high standard. A fire in the Central Fire Station at this 
time would put out of commission our entire alarm system. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


The revenues of the Water department have shown con- 
siderabie increase of late. This is due in a great measure 
io the activity of the collection department stimulated by eur 
esteemed retiring Chief Executive. The investigations of 
leaks in the water supply are receiving attentivn and by the 
continuance of these activities I feel safe in stating that the 
water department will show a decided improvement during 
1915, ;

While in some cases. no doubt, without foundation, yet better 
discipline must be maintained in this department. Courtesy

lands. 

Fight Still Raging In Galicia 

The third day of the great battle in 
the Gorlice region in Galicia, where 
the Austrians are desprately trying 
to hold the Russians ba¢k on the Cra- 
cow road until German reinforcements 
can be poured in from the north, has 
evidently turned to the advantage of 
the czar’s troops, although Petro- 
grad does not yet claim victory. 

A distinct RuSsian success is noted 
in the Russian staff statement, which, 
in claiming progress in the engage- 
ment, says more than 1000 Austrian 
prisoners have been taken, together 
with several cannon and machine 
guns. 

On the other hand, the Austrian of- 
ficial statement, which was several) 
hours later than that from Petr ograd, 
indicates a disaster for the Austrian 
troops, which may mean that the bat- 
tle is negr its end. 

This report, which is couched in 
“let-down-easy” language, ‘says’ “our 
brave troops assured themseives, 
through getting possession of an im- 
portant line of ‘hills, of a favorable | 
base for further operations. od _The re- 
port also adds, in exculpatory man- 
ner, that the battle was fought un- 
der the most severe weather condi- 
tions.

The Blue Bird Mbtto is:—Blue 
Birds Sing, Blue Birds Grow, Blue 
Birds Help. They sing because they 
ure happy; they’ have happy rela- 
tions to everybody. They grow be- 
cause growing means health and 
vigor. The height and weight of each 
Blue Bird is sometimes written down 
every three months in the official 
record Book of the Nest. Blue Birds 
help at home, at school, wherever 
they are and in whatever way they 
ean. 

The Blue Bird costume is most 
charmingly picturesque. It is a loose 
dress of downy gray galatea, with 
plumage of blue, cinnamon red, .and 
grayish white ‘added as the owner 
Grows, Helps, and Sings. The Fledg- 
ing wears a fascinating little pointed 
light blue cap, and the Flier has, in 
addition to the cap, blue galatea 
wings. 

The activities are simple. and 
adapted to children who at that age 
learn best through play. There is 
no elaborate system of attaining 
honors as there is in the Camp Fire 
organization for older girls. Blue 
Birds learn because they want to, 
help because they want to, and sing 
because they are happy. 

Were are some of the interesting 
things Blue Birds do. ‘ach girl 
should have a doll family; each doll 
should have its name, relationship 
and clothing; there should he doll 
parties, excursions, doll schools, doll 
houses and so on. Each girl should 
have a garden even if only a tiny one 
in a box. Each girl should learn 
and play games such as Hop Scotch, 
Blind Man’s Buff. Croquet, Hide and 
Seek, Drop the Handkerchief, Pussy 
Wants a Corner, Run Sheep Run, and 
others. Every girl should learn folk 
dancer, such as, Virginia Reel, Pop 
Goes the Weasel, Shoe Maker’s Dance 
and so forth. 
| (Make a doll’s house. Weave a bas- 
ket out of reeds. . Cut out paper 
doils. (Model. doll’s, dishes out-of 
clay. Learn liabies to sing to dolls.

ANIMOSITY ‘TOWARD HUERTA 


Declared to. Have ,Inspired Wilson's 
Course—Unexpected Fight at Vera 
Cruz Led President to Seek Shelter 
Under Conference Which Could 
Have No Definite Results 


Jan. 7.—‘Look at 
Mexico today. A chaos of fighting 
factions. A prey of banditti. Preda- 
tory bands riding through the coun- 
try. Social organizations collapsed. 
Anarchy is a polite word to apply. 1 
fear it is too late to adopt any policy 
with respect to Mexico except military 
occupation, which we all abhor.” 

In this fashion Senator Lodge, 
speaking in the senate on the item 
in the urgent deficiency bill appro- 
priating $500,000 to pay for transports 
leased to carry troops to Vera Cruz, 
summed up conditions in the war- 
stricken republic. He spoke in 
scathing denunciation of the admin- 
istration’s course toward Mexico, 
which he heid bad been inspired 
chiefly by personal animosity of the 
administration toward Huerta and not 
by the principles of sound policy. 

Lodge portrayed the events cul- 
minating in the Vera Cruz expedition 
and in the retirement of American 
naval vessels from Tampico, where 
| hundreds of American refugees were 
protected by a German and a British 

cruiser. He depicted outrages to 
; Americans and other foreigners. 
Lodge emphasized that the Vera 
hose expedition had neither brought 
| about reparation of the insult to the 
| American flag, nor had it prevented 
! the cargo of arms, which the admin- 
j istration sought to intercept, from 
} reaching Huerta. He charged that 
| the president had beeen misinformed

HEALTH GIVING OZONE. 


Its Process of Formation and the Way 
it Attacks Microbes. 

The pungent, bracing effect of moun- 
tain air ts largely due to the pressure 
of great quantities of ozone. Every 
ope knows this and learnedly talks 
about the ozone in the air, but very 
few people have the slightest idea of 
‘tint tiibly fifeireally talking bout 

Nature makes ozone by allowing the 
ultra violet rays of the sun to act upon 
the oxygen of the air. Briefly, ozone ts 


;a particularly active form of oxygen. 


A molecule of oxygen is composed at 
two atoms, whereas ozone is composed 
of three. 

As only two elements of oxygen can 
exist togetber, the addition of the third 
sets up a disturbance, which causes it 
to detach itself from the other two. 
Being thus detached, the third atom, 
which is now ozone, wandering around 
by itself, gravitutes with great sure 
ness and rapidity to any bit of foul air 
or any microbe which may be lurking 
in the vicinity, for the attraction be 
tween ozone and microbes is irresist 
ible. 

Like most fatal passions, the out 
come is tragic, for the ozone burns up 
the microbes as soon us they touch 
each other. This is the reason that 
ozone is health giving: it may be truly 
said to eat up disease.—Detroit Free 
Press.

SIKH SOLDIERS. 


| Some of Them Are Trained to War Al- 
most From Babyhood. 

One may often see in the Englisb 
flnstrated periodicais. photographs of 
tiny soldiers about seven or eight years 
old gravely saluting elderly officers. 
These diminutive warriors are boy re 
cruits holding regular and dignified 
places tn the Indian army, Each Sikb 
regiment is alluwed twelve of these 
little chaps, who are trained almost 
from babyhood. They are each paid 3 
rupees and 8 annas a month and at the 
age of sixteen enter the regular army. 

The Sikb soldiers are a most interest- 
ing and remarkable part of the British 
army in India. ‘heir conduct in fron- 


tier engagements has distinguished | 


them as brave, steady and devoted to 
their English officers. Yet about fifty 
years ago these well ordered soldiers 
were fanatical savages, who in their 


mad uprisings shook the power of | 


Great Britain. Once conquered they 
accepted British rule and were trained 


and disciplined into a well equipped | 


army of 30.000 soldiers. They formed 
part of the force that sulvlued the mu- 
tiny. The Hodson’s horse troups, which 
helped capture Deibi, were composed 
of Sikhs whose devoted service to their 
leader made them famous.

CURIOUS BATTLEFIELDS. ~ 


One Conflict That Raged to a Large 
Extent Indoors. 

At the battle of Monterey, in the 
Mexican war, our troops were able to 
command the streets of the city with 
their artillery, but they experienced 
much difficulty in driving the Mexi- 
eans from their houses. Accordingly, 
as the city was built of stone or adobe, 
the Americans broke through the walls 
from one bouse to another, fighting 
and driving out the enemy as they pro- 
ceeded. Thus, it appears, the battle of 
Monterey was largely fought indoors. 

In the time of William the Silent, 
when the Netherlands were fighting the 
Spaniards, a number of Spanisb ves- 
sels became frozen in on the Zuider 
Zee. Out came the Dutch on borse- 
back on the ice to attack the Span- 
fards. This is probably the only battle 
of record wherein cavalry was employ- 
ed directly against a naval force. 

There have been batties fought an- 
der ground. Chiefest of these was the 
fierce encounter pertaining to the siege 
of Haarlem in the Dutch wars. The 
Spaniards mined and the Dutch coun 
termined with equal industry, and be 
low the ground a terrific conflict en- 
sued. 

When, after the commune, the Ver- 
sailles truops took Paris they chased 
certiiv of the communist forces to the 
great seWers of the capital, and Ww 
these wore than che sanguinary battle 
occurred.— Exchunge. 


PROVED HIS THEORY. 


Tragic Climax In a Murder Trial, but 
it Saved the Accused. 

The acme of realism was reached, 
though by accident, in a criminal trial 
that took place a number of years ago 
at Lebanon, O.

One of them after vainly trying to 
draw his pistol from his hip pocket 
turned to flee. A moment later he fell, 
shot in the smal! of the back. One 
chamber of his pistol was found to 
bave been fired. His assailant was 


tried for murder. 


The defense contended that the man 
had shot himself while trying to draw 
his pistol, which had become entangled 
in the lining of the pocket, and that the 
prisoner’s shot had not taken effect 
The prosecution contended that such 
a wound could not have been self in- 
flicted. - 

The defendant’s counsel, Clement L. 
Vallandigham, undertook to demon- 
strate to tbe jury just bow the dead 
man’s pistol bad bung in the pocket 
and just how pussible it was to inflict 
such a wound. Suddenly there was a 
loud report, and the Jawyer sank to 
the floor. The ball had entered the 
back almost in the identical spot where 
the dead man had been shot. 

The defendant was acquitted. Mr. 
Vallandigham died.—Exchange.

CLEAR SLATE 
IS NOT LIKELY 


Congress Will Quit With Piles 
of Unfinished Business 


BIG SUPPLY BILLS IN DANGER 


Crowded Condition of Calendar Makes 
It Doubtful If They Can Go to 
President For Signature Before Ad- 
journment—Miscellaneous Measures 
of Importance Await Action 


Washington, Jan. 9.—Four out of 
the eight big appropriation Dills re- 
ported thus far have passed the house, 
and one, the District of Columbia 
bill, has been reported to the senate. 
There remain to be passed by the 
‘house at this session the Indian ap- 
| propriation bill; the river and harbor 
bill, the army bill, and the agri- 
cultural bill. The navy appropriation 
bill has not yet been reported. 

The crowded condition of the calen- 
| gar makes it a question of doubt at 
{this time whether both houses can 
| pass the necessary supply bills, agree 
|upon them, and send them to the 
| president for signature before the close 


wi of the Sixty-Third congress. 


Besides the appropriation bills the 


house calendars are congested with 


| miscellaneous, and important meas- 
The committee of the whole 
| house on the state of the union, for 
|example, has pending before it over 
125 bills, each, of course, with a fa- 


mM vorable committee report back of it. 


These bills cover a multitude of legis- 

lative progress and include the radi- 
um conservation Dill, the bill giving 
effect to the provisions of the fisheries 
treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, several public building 
bills,- the bill to create the coast 
guard and others. 

On the house calendar waiting ac- 
tion are eighty bills and joint resolu- 
tions, many of which have been urged 
for years by various interests. The 
Palmer national child labor bill is one 
of the most notable Measures on this 
list. 

On the private calendar of the 
house are nearly 150 bills authorizing 
the payment of money to vanious in- 
dividuals and corporations, correcting 
military records and providing, as in 
the case of the bill for the relief of 
Wickiiff Fry, who lost a horse while 
hired by the United States geological 
survey, for restoring property to per- 
sons to whom the federal government 
is indebted. 

Over half a hundred bills remain on 
the calendar for unanimous consent, 
"and the prospects are that they will 


remain there for some time. About 
seventy-five motions to discharge 
committees are before the house, 


most of these motions having been 
filed in the early days of the session. 
Their effect is to clog the calendar 
; and obstruct business. 
i Of the forty-nine legislative days 
‘remaining to this session, twenty-one 
are already scheduled for special pur- 
poses. This means that there are but 
twenty-eight days left in. which the 
house can consider appropriations and 
the ship purchase bill. 
| The special legislative days, otf 
‘course, will probably aid the jeaders 
in their task of trying to chear the 
slate before the end of congress, but 
in all probability the Sixty-Third con- 
gress will pass out of existence with 
one of the greatest piles of unfinfshed 
business ever left by a federal con- 
| Sress.

Perkins said he was taking the in- 
vestigation up to ascertain whether 
the accident was due to crimina! 
negligence of either the road officials 
or its empleyes. He proposes to ask 
-Ranslaughter indictments should the 
imvestigation reveal there had been 
such negligence.

Full Pardon For Those Who 
“Have Wot Waa Parle 
NEGROES INCLUDED Ih ORDER 


Convicts Freed In Addition to Those 
Included In Blanket List 


Columbia, S. C., Jan. 11.—One 
thousand full and free pardons were 
granted by Governor Blease to former 
prisoners who had been paroled in the 
jast four years, “during good be- 
havior.” 

The wholesale order was announced 
when the governor signed a procla- 
mation, red ink being used for the 
signature. This order “automatically 
restores citizenship to whites and 
blacks alike. 

The blanket list of pardons did not 
interfere with the regular output of 
the “pardon factory.” Wighteen men 
slayers were included in an additional 
list of thirty-eight prisoners to Tre- 
ceive clemency. Fifteen pardons, 
twelve paroles and eleven commuta- 
tions were granted. 

Blease was inaugurated in January, 
1911. Since that date he has granted 
clemency in 1674 cases, the 1000 par- 
dons just granted not being included 
in that number. 

The governor has addressed a long 
telegram to all the county supervisors 
asking for the number of prisoners 
confined in county chain gangs. It 
is estimated that there are approxi- 
mately 2500 prisogers distributed 
throughout the various counties in

“I have thought fit to pardon, and |

The governor is credited with mak- 
ing the boast that he would leave the 
penitentiaries empty when he left the 
governor's chair. 


STRIKE IS CALLED OFF 


Engine Crews on Bangor and Aroos- 
took Quit Two Years Ago 
Bangor, Me., Jan. 11.—The strike 
of engineers and firemen of the Ban- 
gor and Aroostook railroad, which 
went into effect Jan. 18, 1912, has 


been called off by the-Brotherhood ot 
Locomotive Engineers and the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen. 

The men now drawing strike bene- 
fits have been notified that such will 
cease with the next payment, which 
will be on or about Jan. 20. 

This ends a notable strike with a 
complete victory for the road, which 
made no concession whatever. The 
road claims that the strike was prac- 
tically broken two weeks after it was 
called. 

The strike followed the refusal of 
the road to meet a demand for an in- 
crease in wages, readjustment

Lawyer Conquered Tongue Gan- 
cer; Succumbs to Another. 


———— 


REAL TROUBLE IN THROAT. 


Deeper Growth Not Discovered Until 
Long After Treatment—City Solicitor 
of Asbury Park, N. J.. Asked Report- 
ers to Watch Developments—Thought 
Permanent Cure Was Effected. 


Eight months after he called the re- 
porters into his office to tell them that 
radium had cured his cancer of the 
tongue City Soliciter Samuel A. Pxt- 
terson of Asbury Park, N. J., died of 
eancer. He had been pronounced free 
from the disease and had been so mucle 
benefited that be was able to resume 
the work he had dropped, but when 
his throat began to trouble him it was 
found that the radium had not touch- 


| ed the growth in that part and that 


what it had burned away was a mere 
offshoot of the real trouble. 

Mr. Patterson was first aware that 
something was wrong with him about 
fifteen months ago. As he was arguing 
a case in the court of common pleas 
at Freehold, N. J., a jagged tooth, from 
which the gold crown had come off, 
cut his tongue. He consulted a doctor 
and he advised him that he was suffer- 
ing from cancer. 

Determined to make a faght for it, 
Mr. Patterson went to New York and 
hed a treatment with radium. Just 
about then the case of Congressmin 
Bremner was arousing great interest- 
He had been treated by Dr. Howard 
A. Kelly of Baltimbre and had had 
eleven tubes of radium applied to the 
cancer in his shoulder for twelve hours 
at a stretch. Mr. Patterson went to 
Baltimore to consult Dr. Kelly. By 
this time his tongue had become so 
much affected that he bad had to aban- 
don cases which he was trying in the 
courts. His enunciation had become 
thick and painful, and it was difficult 
for even his intimate friends to under- 
stand him. 

Inflicted Painful Burns. 

Dr. Kelly tofd him that he thought 
he had a chance. Mr. Patterson was 
willing to try anything. and for two 
hours he submitted to the application 
of radium tubes to the right side of 
his tongue and neck. They inflicted 
such painful burns that it’ was impos- 
sible for him to wear a collar for two 
weeks, but they produced at once a 
notable improvement in his powers of 
speech. 

Then be made a second trip to Balti- 
more, and this time submitted to the 
treatment for about an hour, It seem- 
ed then that he was practically cured, 
and he was able to talk so clearly that 
he resumed his duties. Dr. Keily had 
told him to come back a third time, 
but when he paid that visit his tongue 
had improved so greatly that it was 
decided that no more radium was nec- 
essary, and he was discharged as 
cured. 

It was then that Mr. Patterson call- 
‘ed in the reporters to bear about his 

case. They found that his tongue was 

still discolored and looked brownish 
and that its flesh was hard and his 

Speech was still thick. These symp- 

toms, he assured-the newspaper men, 

he had been told by the doctor were 
purely the result of the radium treat- 
} ment and that.as soon as the effect of 
the burns wore off he would speak as 

well as ever he did. 

For some weeks after this Mr. Pat- 
terson kept to his court work and did 
not again complain of any trouble 
with his tongue. It was, however, the 
deeper cancer, which was not discever- 
ed for some time afterward and had 
not been affected by the radium treat- 
ment, which in the end proved fatal. 

Mr. Patterson was fifty-three years 
old. He graduated from Columbia Law 
school and served as city solicitor for 
Asbury Park for two terms. 


Adjourned meeting of the city coun- 
cil. this evening. The main interest 
in tonight’s meeting is over the com- 
mittee appointments, which will prob- 
ably be announced.

Councilman Slade said if the treas- 

urer had the right to renew he would 
make his first note to November but if 
he could not renew it, he would make 
it for one year. 
Calling Councilman Ross to the 
chair President Whiton took the floor 
and spoke in favor of the original or- 
der: “Anyone-can receive any in- 
formation he desires by inquiry of the 
auditor. Do you realize that but fifty 
percent of the tax of 1914 has been 
collected and that there is but about 
$69,000 back of this year and only a 
part of this can be collected. A 
temporary loan differs from a case 
where we bond the city. It is simply 
to provide money for running expens- 
es. Suppose the city council eae | 
refuse to renew the notes. It Me 
timply mean that we would be tem- 
porarily embarrassed. We are going 
to save money by allowing the treas- 
urer to renew notes.” 

Councilman Beeman said: “If we 
Can save money by allowing the 
treasurer to renew notes then it is 
good business.” 

‘Councilman Griffin could see no ad- 
vantage in adopting the amendment. 

Councilman McGrath said that he 
had taken the trouble to call up sev- 
eral cities since last Monday and hejj 
had found that Quincy was an excep. |= 
tion in allowing its treasurer to re- 
new notes. “I have the greatest re- 
spect for our mayor but I think we 
take too much for granted. Cities 
which I have communicated with be- 
lieve it to be a good thing for the 
‘treasurer to come to the council 
when he wants to renew notes.” 

Councilman Richards said: “All 
notes issued must be paid within one 
year or renewed.” 

The amendment was then rejected 
yn 2 rising vote of 9 yes and 13 no.

About 90 per cent of the’ services in 
‘he city are metered which means 
‘hat 90 per cent of the water sold is 
netered but allowance for leakage, 
services not metered etc. must be 
made when we consider the _ total 
amount of water furnished by the 
Metropolitan Water System. 

The debits of this department would 
he the outstanding bonds, which 
amounted to $722,000.00 Jan. 1, 1914. 
The credits for the year 1914, gross 
veceipts $139,012.85, collectable bills 
rmounting to $6,656.94 and the stock 
on hand included at the shop, stable 
and office, $13,100.00 

The number of “gallons of water 
supplied from the Braintree reservoir 
juring 1914 was 65,820,000. The ex- 
yense of maintaining .the Braintree 
veservoir under ordinary conditions, 
with the exception of a break in the 
main, will be very small. During the 
vear 1914 it cost $377.00 for repairs on 
~ccount of putting the gate house in’ 
first class condition, nothing having 
‘een done on it .for several years. 
This gate house had window spaces in 
the three walls and a doorway in the 
‘ourth and as the boys used it to dive 
from, it seemed advisable to close the 
house up and putin an iron door. 
The amount of brick work was con- 
siderable as time, weather and van- 
talism had increased the size of the 
original openings so that it practical- 
‘'y meant rebuilding the walls.

Worn Suffrage Falls, 174 
to 204, In National House . 


PARTY LINES ARE NOT DRAWN 


Bill Needed Tw0-Thirds Majority to 
Pass—Speaker Clark Kept Busy In 
Preserving Order—Suffrage Leaders 
Not Dismayed—Gist of Argument 
For and Against Measure 


Washington, Jan. 13.—The house 
of representatives last night, by a 
vote of 204 to 174, refused to submit| 


to the states an amendment to the 
federal constitution to enfranchise 
women. 


The vote, the second in the history 
of congress on the woman suffrage is- 
sue, came at the close of a day of 
long-prepared-for oratory, during 
which the many speakers were lis- 
tened to with frequent evidences of

The question was before 
the house on the Mondell resolution 
to submit a constitutional amendment 
providing that the right of “suffrage 
should not be abridged “because of 
sex.”

Miss Lillian P. Richards represent- 
‘ng the Massachusetts Association of 
Women Workers’ spoke most _inter- 
astingly of the work. The Young 
Women’s club had recently become 
affiliated with this Association and 
‘ence the subject was timely here. 
The Association work preceded set- 
tlement work. It taught organization, 
2lub life and self government by the 
sirls. There are classes in cooking, 
sewing, social hours, etc. A common 
meeting ground was as necessary for 
che college woman as the worker. 

(Fred R. Johnson spoke of the un- 
amployed, a very serious probiem just 
now. It was almost impossible to re- 
lieve in the mass, for there were those 
who were out of employment from 
necessity, those who preferred chari- 
ty to work, the intemperate, etc. Each 
has to be taken as a unit. What to do 
for the type of man willing to work 
and without employment was the 

zuestion. Employers were urged to 
run their factories a few days a week 
instead of all the time and laying off 
nart of help. 

Mr. Johnson said if women had 
work to be done in the home such as 
painting, papering, ete., if would re- 
lieve the situation to have it done now 
instead of waiting until spring. The 
unemployed is not. a question for 
municipality, state or country but for 
individual. Begin with ones  neigh- 
bors and work outwards, same as the 
Quincy Associated Charities was do- 
ing. Unemployed insurance might be 
feasible as in Europe. The _ trade 
unions have insurance. Work for the 
unemployed must be steady, not 
blazened forth to the public, not spec- 
tacular.

Only eight 
States have fewer than three illiter- 
ates in every hundred inhabitants 
and fifteen have from three to five 
illiterates in every hundred. Iowa 
ranks first, having only 1.7 in evew 
hundred, while Louisiana stands a’ 
‘ho foot, with twenty-nine out of ev 
ery hundred persons unable to reac 
or write. 

Special attention is called to th« 
insidious growth of illiteracy ir 
some of the older states” and some 
startling facts are given. 

Mrs. Ripley offers to send to any 
one applying an illustrated pamphle* 
giving in brief form important sta 
‘istics on illiteracy and a fascinatinr 
story of one woman’s attempt to eradi- 
cate this evil in her state. 

This pamphlet shows that learnings 
to read nowadays is not a_ long- 
drawn-out process even for adults 
and tells of a woman aged 70 who 
wrote a Jegible letter after only eight 
nights of study. 

If the million and a balf women 
who male up the General Federation 
af Wemen's Clubs take hold of this 
suestion great good must result, for 
thei- infyence is savingly felt where- 
evor it is’ exerted. 

Mrs. Ripley urges that they first 
carefully study the subject, then give 
vublicity to.the facts, suggesting ways 
by which conditions may be improved 
and then (most important of all) that 
they become sponsors for particula: 
activities which will, reduce illiterac: 
in particular situations.

Known, Owing to Interruption of 
Telegraph Service—Historic Build- 
ings and Churches In Rome Violently 
Wrenched—Eight Thousand Report- 
ed Killed In One Town Which ts 
Completely Destroyed — Special 
Prayers Offered by Populace

Rome, Jan. 14.—Italy has again 
been visited by an earthquake of great 
extent, according to the latest ,ad- 


vices, has destroyed towns and vil- 
lages and resulfed in the death of 
12,000 persons and injury to possibly 
20,000" more. 

The town of Avezzano, sixty-taree 
miles east of Rome, has been lev- 
eled to the ground; 8000 persons are 
reported to have been killed. 

In many small towns surrounding 
Rome buildings were partially 
wrecked, while at Naples a panic oc- 
curred. Houses fell at Caserta, @ 
short distance to the east.

So vioient was the shock that the 
‘dome of the Church of St. Charles 
| Colinari was eracked. A large piece 
of the cornice of the Jesuit Church of 
St. Ignatus broke and fell. 

Ceilings in many of the houses fell, 
a number of persons being injured in 
that manner. 

A colossal statue at the Basilica of 
St. John in Lateran, which occupied 
a2 position visible from many parts of 
Rome, fel! and. was shattered on the 
steps of the edifice. 

Several sereet car lines suspended 
operations because of the damage 
caused by the earthquake. 

At Monte Rotondo three persons 
were killed and two wounded, at Za- 
garolo the dome of a church fell, 
at Paliano part of the cathedral was 
wrecked, at Veroli two persons were 
killed and two injured, at Tivoli one 
person was killed, at Pereto five 
houses collapsed, and at Poggio Na- 
tivo one person was killed and sev- 
eral were injured. 

Thus far it has been impossible to 
communicate with the ancient forti- 
fied city of Aquila, owing to the in- 
terruption of the telegraph service. 
it is reported, however, that several 
villages were edestroyed in that vi- 
cinity. 

At Torrei Cajetana, about thirty- 
seven miles east of Rome, the en- 
tire village was almost destroyed, 
while at Arnara the municipal build- 
ing collapsed. 

From numerous places in the affect- 
ed regions calls for doctors and medi- 
cine are reaching Rome. - 

At the capitol two magnificent can- 
dlesticks fell and were broken. At 
the Palabbo del Drago, where Ameri- 
can ambassador Page lives, several 
| cracks in the building which already 
had existed opened wider, and plaster 

fell in. several of the rooms. The 
glass was. broken in the embassy of- 
fice. 

In addition to the statue of St. Paul 
on the column of Marcus Arelius, the 
facade of the Church of St. John 
Lateran was damaged and the statue 
of the Saviour, which is fifty feet 
high, was twisted out of plumb. 

In the Lateran palace the earth- 
quake caused cracks of sufficient size 
to permit of the light from outside 
The hall of 
‘the chamber of deputies likewise was 
cracked. ° 

Among other edifices damaged were 
; the churenes of St. Andria Fratte and 
"| St. Agatha of the Goths, the latter 
being the oldest church of Teutonic 
origin in Rome. 

When the shock was felt the fright- 
'ened populace rushed into the 
churches, but the police ordered them 
out of those which were in danger of 
collapsing. In ‘alt the churches in 
the city, after the Shock had subsided, 
‘special prayers were offered for deliv- 
erance from disaster. 
| Jt is officially announced that the 

teentre of the earthquake was between 
Campobasso and Sarno, and that it 
‘was felt strongly at Perugia and 
. Slightly as far north as Ferrara. 

In the country places the people are 
camping in the open. The town of 
Pofi is reported to have been half de- 
stroyed. 

At the Meterological institute it is 
said that buildings continued to rock 
or. tremble for about thirty seconds 
after the shock had ceased, and that 
the duration of the phenomenon alto- 
gether was about one minute.

There is no recent account of the 
fighting in Southern Poland and Gali- 
cia, but a Bucharest dispatch says the 
Kussians have becun an attack on the 
Austrian fortifications in the moun- 
tains that divide Bukowina, now in 
their possession, and Transylvania, 
an attack on which is considered like- 
ty to bring Roumania into the war op 
the side of the allies. 

The renewed activity of the Rus- 
sians in Hast Prussia indicates that the 
freezing over of the Mazurian lakes, 
for ch they have long been wait- 
ing, Nas at last occurred, for other- 
wise jt would be impossible for troops 
to advance through the’ narrow de- 
tiies defended by the Germans. 

The battle which is creating great 
interest is that in the Aisne valley to 
the northwest of Soissons, where 
the French have been attacking the 
German entrenchments for a week, 
They succeeded in taking some im- 
portant positions on Friday last and 
again on Sunday, but the Germans, 
bringing up reinforcements, suc- 
ceeded in recovering some of the lost 
ground. Otherwise the unfavorable 

eather has compelled the Germans 
and allies to confine themselves to 
artillery engagements. 

The Turks, according to a Cairo 
dispatch, have at last decided to ai- 
tempt an invasion of Egypt. In Lon- 
don little credence is given to this 
report. It is not believed possible 
that troops can cross the desert 
which stretches eastward from the 
Suez canal, and even if they con- 
quered the waterless waste; they 
would be so exhausted by the effort 
that the British forces in Egypt, it is 
confidently thought, could easily re- 
pel them. 

Rumors were current, as they have 
been on several previous occasions, 
that German submarines had made an 
attack on Dover and that two of them 
were sunk. The anthorities deny that 
any submarines have been sunk, but 
give no explanation of the firing of the 
guns of the forts. 

The announcement that Count von 
Birchtold, the Austro-Hungarian min- 
ister of foreign affairs, has resigned 
and has been succeeded by Baron 
Stephen Burian, minister of the royal 
court of the Hungarian cabinet, has 
caused a sensation in diplomatic 
circles in Europe. - 

Von Berchtold, who directed Aus- 
tro-Hungarian foreign relations for a 
number of years, and was responsible 
for the ‘note to Servia which precipi- 
tated the war, had on a number ot 
occasions, both before and after tHe 
Balkan wars, asked Emperor Francis 
Joseph to relieve him of office. . But 
the continued unsettled conditions 
which followed the annexation ol 
Bosnia and Herzegovina made this im- 
possible. ; 

Anxious, therefore, as, he. was tc 
retire, it’ was not dredmeéd that he 
would"do ‘so ‘while the ‘war was in 
progress, for it was considered that 
such action might suggest that his 
policy had fallen into disfavor. More 
significant than his resignation, how- 
ever, is the announcement that he is 
succeeded by a Hungarian. 

The appointment of a Hungarian to 
succeed him in control of Austrian af- 
fairs is believed to indicate that 
henceforth Hungary will assume @ 
more prominent place in shaping the| 
policy of the dual monarchy during the; 
war.

A LIMITED TOWN MEETING. 

A limited town meeting is included 
in the new scheme of government pro- 
posed for Brookline in a biil just 
filed with the legislature. The meas- 
ure calls for precinct voting, limited 
town meetings, a referendum and an 
annual moderator. (‘The voters are to 
select 27 of their number, nine’ each 
year, to serve for threc years at the 
town meeting. The term “town 
meeting” is a misnomer, of course. 
Brookline under such a plan would 
have representative government as 
does a city but would still remain a 
town. This is not wholiy new in 
municipal experiments for Newport, 
R. I. has in operation a system of 
government essentially the same.

Rome, Jan. 15.—The Italian nation 
is stunned by the appalling magnitude 
of the disaster caused by Wednes- 
day's earthquake. 

Hstimates of 20,000 dead and 30,- 
000 injured have been made,in some 
quarters, but these figures are only 
guesses, at the best, for no accurate 
records are yet possible, and it is 
hoped that when correct figures are 
available the, lass of life will be, tar 
less than that. 

At the same time, the happenings 
in Rome have been such as to justify 
the wildest fears. 

“Trains bearing injured survivols 
have been arriving in Reme from dil- 
ferent centres. Hvery - hospital in 
Rome was filled to- overflowing, and 
Prince VColonna, mayor of the city, 
began to take over every available ho- 
tel for the use of the injured. 

Then the hospitals and hotels were 
found to be inadequate, and tempo-’ 
rary tents were erected under the su- 
pervision of the military. 

King Aics His Subjects 

All the resources of the govern- 
ment are being utilized to tope with 
the disaster. King,Victor Emmanuel 
started for Avezzano, which seems to 
violence, 
when the dispatches began to show 
that the city had been virtually de- 
stroyed, wit most of its inhabitants, 
and he is there supervising the work 
of rescue. 

Queen Helena has expressed the ut- 
most regret at being unable to go’ per- 
sonally to aid the victims, but she is 
| not yet sufficiently recovered from her 
recent illness, when her little daugh- 
ter was born. 

Relief trains bearing surgeons, 
nurses and ambulance men have been 
sent to the stricken centre so as to 
give all possible medical aid to the in- 
jured. 

Other trains have carried detach- 
ments of troops with full equipment 
for the erection of tents and field hos- 
pitals for the wounded, and a still 
larger number of tents to shelter the 
homeless. These “tent colonies” are 
expected to provide for the thousands 
whose homes were destroyed. 

Plans are also being perfected for 
sanitary measures to prevent any out- 
break of pestilence in the stricken 
centres. It is expeeted, too, that 
large quantities of foodstuffs will have 
to be provided to avent famine among 


| the survivors in some of the wrecked 


towns and villages. 
District Was Thought Immune 

To a people accustomed by long ex- 
perience to dark tragedies of earth- 
quake and voleano, the first reports 
of the disturbances conveyed no ade- 
quate idea of the extent of the dev- 
astation. The most marked sensa- 
tion seemed to be a feeling of wonder 
that an earthquake should occur ina 
region which had come to be regarded 
as practically immune from such dis- 
turbances. 

All serious earthquakes in the past 
have cceurred in the south of Italy 
and the island of Sicily, but this lat- 
est disturbance occurred in the beit 
directly east of the capital itself. In 
fact, tfie centre of the disturbance 
seemed to be some fifty or sixty miles 
east of Rome. It was in this secticn 
that the ill-fated town of Avezzano 
was located. 

Rome itself escaped with a com- 
paratively small loss of life, but as a 
more general investigation can be 
made it is seen that there will be tre- 
mendous damage to the city’s build- 
ings. 

‘These include some of the most fa- 
mous and historic structures in the 
world. Walls in famous edifices have 
been cracked, statues displaced or 
thrown to the ground and columns and 
obelisks thrown nk of the perpen- 
dicular. 

The great ctniten be St. Peter’s has 
been considerabl¥' damaged and the 
ecolonnade surrounding ‘St./ Peter's 
square has sunk four feetoas the Te- 
sult of the disturbance. 

Some further- shoeks: were expéri- 
enced Thursday, and these further ‘in- 
jured buildings already damaged, 
causing their collapse'in some eases. 
Twenty Towns Destroyed 

So far as is known about twenty 
towns have been absolutely levelled, 
while an almost equal number suffered 
serious damage. In all these places 
persons were killed or injured. 

In the ruins volunteers worked 
heroically, endeavoring the rescue the 
wounded or extricate the bodies of the 
dead.

Amportant Advance ,'s Mate 
by Russian Forces 


NICHOLAS HAS A NEW ARMY 


Eight Hundred Thousand to a Million 
Men in Northern Poland Co-operat- 
ing With Army Advancing In East 
Prussia—Soissons Continues to Be 
Scene of Heaviest Fighting on 
Western Front—Paris Military Cir- 
cles Think Germans Cannot Get Any 
Nearer Paris or Coast Towns—~ 
Russians Harry the Turks 


London, Jan. 16.—The latest of- 
ficial reports from the Russian general 
Staff disclose a new operation on the 
! part of the Russian army which may 
| have tar-reaching results. 

Starting on their New Year, the 
Russian cavalry commenced a for- 
ward movement in northern Poland 
on the right bank of the lower Vis- 
tula river and have reached Skrawa 


river, some forty miles east of the 
German fortress of Thorn, West 
Prussia, driving a small force of Ger- 
man cavalry and infantry before 
them. 

It is believed that Grand Duke 
Nicholas, commander-in-chief of the 


Russian forces, iffttends to use an en- 
tirely new army consisting, accord- 
ing to Petrograd dispatches, of trom 
800,000 to 1,000,000 men, in this re- 
gion, operating in conjunction with 
an army’which is advancing in Hast 
Prussia. 

This army would place the German 
troops at Miawa in a vise and at the 
same time threaten the rear of the 
Germans in front of Warsaw. The lat- 
tre still are making occasional at- 
tacks on the Russian line and, ac- 
cording to a Berlin report, have taken 
a Russian vantage point northeast, ot 
the Rawa river. 

The most important effect of this 


parently cut entirely through the left 
wing of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
berg’s forces, and have not only iso- 
lated the German army under General 
Francois at Mlawa, which was threat- 
ening Warsaw from the north, but are 
now in a position to menace the main 
German army before Warsaw in the 
rear. 


Germans Trapped? 

Thorn has hitherto been the chief 
source of supplies and reinforcements 
jfor von Hindenberg’s armies, and if 
the Russians can cut across the Vis- 
tula at the point they now hold, they 
will Virtually cut off the Germans’ 
chief line of communication. 

Details of the present sweep down 
the Vistula are embodied in an offi- 
cial war staff statement from Petro- 
grad. The Germans were driven back 
in two sharp battles, the first oc- 
curring at Siepec, on a branch of the 
Skawra, about twenty miles north of 
the Vistula, where a fierce cavalry en- 
gagement was fought. The second was 
at the fords of the Skrawa, where 
the Germans made a stubborn de- 
fensive stand, from which they were 
tinally dislodged and driven across the 
river. 

In East Prussia the Germans were 
repulsed in an attack upon the Rus- 
sian position at Loetzen, a point of 
prime strategic importance on the 
main railroad line of Konigsberg, the 
great gulf of Danzig port. 

This is the first intimation in the 
Petrograd official dispatches that the 
Russians had succeeded in getting a 
foothold on this railway, and indi- 
cates that the East Prussian drive has 
advanced so far as to present a seri- 
ous menace to German movements in 
the easternmost of their provinces. 

On the Western Front 

Both German and French official 
reports indicate that the momentary 
advance of the Germans north of the 
Aisne river in the vicinity of Sois- 
sons has been halted. French troops 
have recaptured St. Paul, a town a 
mile and a qarter north of Soissons, 
although they haye as yet been unable 
to retake Crouy, the place about 
which the severest fighting took place. 

Genera} Joffre is hurrying reinforce- 
ments to the field, and Soissons cch- 
tinues to be the centre of the heaviest 
fighting on the western front. It is 
the most important and the fiercest 
conflict since that around Ypres in the 
tirst German dash for Calais.

BAIL WILL BE ACCEPTED 


| 
Plan For Freeing Neutral Vessels} 

Which Are Heid by Great Britain 

Release on bond of ships detained 
in Uritish prize courts will be permit- 
ted by the British government if the 
judge of the court is willing, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the Brit- 
ish embassy at Washington. The 
statement says: 

“While they cannot give a pledge. 
that all ships now in prize courts will! 
be released on bail being offered, be- 
cause the decision must rest with the 
judge, his majesty’s government, in; 
order to relieve a shortage of tonnage, 
are anxious to Withdraw ships as little 
as possible from the carrying trade 
and will, therefore, not oppose release 
on bail of ships now in prize courts if 
bail is ofered. 

“Only seven neutral vessels are at 
present in prize courts and five ships} 
are detained in the United Kingdom; 
in addition at this moment for ex- 
amination as to character and to des- 
tination of her cargo. One of these 
will probably be released almost im- 
mediately and no one of them is un- 
der the American flag.” 


* KAISER GETS A JOLT 


Full Company of French Soldiers Near 
Him Proved to Be Prisoners 

The Cologne Gazette prints a letter 
written by a German soldier who is 
serving on the western battle front 
regarding a visit made by Emperor 
William in the trenches. His majes- 
ty, the soldier says, was in the best 
of spirits and in good health. The 
writer continues: 

“He made a splendid. speech. He 
told us that when in the Argonne he 
went to a cave and inspected condi- 
tions there and drank wine with an 
artillery officer. 
was engaged in the cave he was 
startled to see a full company of 
French soldiers passing, and he drew 
back instinctivelysa His surprise only 
was dispelled when an Officer re- 
marked: ‘They are only prisoners, 
your majesty.’” 


PLAN TO HELP ALLIES 


Effort Being Made In Japan to Raise 
a Volunteer Army Corps 

The promoters in Japan of what has 
been called the “volunteer movement” 
have issued a manifesto at Tokio in 
which they announced their intention 
of dispatching an army corps to Hu- 
rope. ‘To this end they are appealing 
to both Japanese and foreigners for 
funds. 

The manifesto says that as Lafay- 
ette helped the United States . and 
Garibaldi helped France, so the Jap- 
anese wish to assist the allies, Great 
Britain, Russia and France, to termi- 
nate the misery of war and restore 
peace to the world. 


CARRANZA GETS WARNINGR 


Must Not Confiscate Mexican Oil Wells 
Owned by Foreigners 

Washington, Jan. 16.—The United 
States government has sent a warning 
to General Carranza, pointing out that 
“serious consequences may follow” 
his threatened confiscation of foreign- 
owned oil plants in Tampico. 

This announcement was made by 
Secretary Bryan after the latter had 
conferred with Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British ambassador, and repre- 
sentatives of American oil interests. 

Already the Carranza officials have 
‘Virtually enforced an embargo on the 
exportation of oil by a large English 
company.

Military Machine In Case of Invasion | Benjamin A. Willmott, Pastor. “| Morning Ser’ to all. 


Washington, Jan, 16.—“Unarmed, 
unready, undefended, the United 
‘States’ offers a standing invitation to 
jaggression and attack, and the idea, 
Still popular or used for purposes of 
oratory by some people, that we can 


‘meet all dangers by springing to: arms 


when the moment comes, is a dream 
So wild that it would be grotesque 
if it were not tragic.” 

'; This was the statement. of Senator 
Lodge to the senate in urging the 
adoption for an inquiry into the mili- 
tary preparedness of this country. 

“I want an adequate national de- 
fense and, speaking broadly, I care 
little what it costs if we can obtain 
it,” said Lodge. 

Lodge called upon congress for an 
adequate national defense, declaring 
the blame for the present weakness 
lay largely with the national ‘legisla- 
ture, which had disregarded the advice 
of secretary after secretary on the 
matter of defense. 

{In its present condition the army 
and navy, he said, are lementably 
weak and unbalanced, but the money 
unwisely spent for unnecessary ap- 
propriations for sections of the coun- 
try where the votes are thickest would 
suffice to provide an adequate proteéct- 
ive force for the country without add- 
ing a burden of extra taxation. 

“In these days of rapid movement 
and swift communication,” declared 
Lodge, “what possible resistance 
could be offered to a military machine, 
organized to the highest point of ef- 
ficiency, by an untrained people 
springing to arms which they have not 
got? The ocean barrier which defend- 
ed us in 1776 and 1812 no longer ex- 
ists. Steam and electricity have de- 
stroyed it. 

“Our army today is neither. proper- 
ly -palaneed; properly . proportioned, 
nor properly equipped. It is also clear 
that we have no reserves to draw upan 
for the support of the regular army in 
case of war. ‘These reserves should 
be created. No one would think of 
suggesting either conscription or com- 
pulstory service for this purpose, but 
the end can be obtained without 
either. 

“I do not believe that — virility, 
patriotism and courage are so dead 
in the United States or so narcotized 
by commercialism and the talk of pro- 
fessional peace advocates. that we 
could not get 500,000 young men, or 
five times that number, under proper 
conditions, to make themselves fit and 
ready to come to the defense of the 
country whenever the couhtry was at- 
tacked, 

“What I have to-say of the regular 
army is true of the militia. It is un- 
balanced, it is insufficiently equipped, 
it requires the careful and liberal at- 
tention of congress. 

“It is also true of the navy. It-is 
strong in certain directions and very 
weak in others. In some important 
particulars it has little or no equip- 


| ment. 


“No matter what-the reasons may 
be for..our lack of aersplanes in both 
services, the deficiency ought to be 
supplied. If the manufacturers can- 
not make them, we should make them 
ourselves. 

“It is quite possible that the nations 
now fighting in Europe have not got 
the best conceivable type of aero+ 
planes, but they have large numbers 
of them which are formidable and ef- 
fective, and which seem to answer 
every purpose.’ 

Lodge then advocated the enlist- 
ment of mechanicians to run the ma- 
chines at salaries high enough to at- 
tract them to the service. : 

“An army or navy ‘without aero- 
planes, as we practically are today,” 
he continued, “wonld be helpless, in- 
deed, in the facé of an enemy_pro- 
vided with them.”

BEAD NUMBER ABOUT 30,000 


List of Injured In Disaster Which Ex- 
ceeds All PreviCus Ones of Like 
Character In Italy May Reach 1C0,- 
000—Most Hardy Rescuers Moved

—Population of Two Ci:es Almost 
Entirely Suried—Government Of- 
ficials “Meeting Emergency With 
Courage—People Imprisoned in Liv- 
ing Tombs Vainly Implore Ald From 
Helpless Survivors 


Rome, Jan. 16.—Every hour swells 
the casualty list of the earthquake 
disaster. Official and unofficial reports 
reaching Premier Salandra, in charge 
of the relief work, shows that towns 
heretofore believed immune have suf- 
fered. The latest estimates of the 
dead say that at least 30,000 were 
killed by the earthquake. The list 
of injured may reach 100,000. 

The minister of public works, who 
is at the scene of the disaster, wired 
Salandra that every city, town and 
village in the Lira valley has been 
damaged, with many of the inhabi- 
tents dead and wounded. 

King Victor Emmanuel pronounces 
the disaster the worst of all earth- 
quake horrors in Itay’s history, even 
including that of Messina. 

Frantic efforts to rescue thousands 
of people from living tombs among 
the ruins of fallen buildings continue 
and serve for the time being to dis- 
tract attention from the appalling list 
of the dead. 

The rescue work was grim and! 
ghastly enough to tax the courage of 
the most hardy of the rescuers and 
at times so pathetic as to move ee 
to tears.

The earthquage wrought its most 
terrible effects in Avezzano and Sora, 
and in both places the collapse ot 
buildings was so complete that al- 
most the entire population of both 
places were buried in the ruins. 

The estimate of the number of dead 
in Avezzano was at first given at about 
10,000, but several hundred of those 
supposed to be lost were taken out 
alive. Several of those died since 
being taken out and many more will 
die, for almost all were greviously 
wounded. 

In Sora the conditions as regards 
the completeness of destruction were 
about the same as Avezzano, but 
as the rescue work did not start so 
early or on such an extensive scale 
the number rescued alive is expected 
to be much smaller. 

Every effort is being made by the 
government to cope with the dreadful 
conditions resulting from the catas- 
trophe, but in spite of all that can 
be done it is feared that hunger, ex- 
posure and disease will claim many 
more lives. 

Bad Weather a Handicap 

In some sections of the devastated 
territory severe cold and deep snow 
are proving a terrible handicap, mak- 
ing it difficult to remove the injured 
or to send food and shelter to the 
homeless and hungry. 

The government officials are meet- 
ing the emergency with a courage and 
tortitude worthy of all admiration, 
and with a self-reliance which re- 
fuses any public relief from foreign 
countries. Private relief from in- 
dividuals and organizations such as 
the Red Cross will be welcomed, but 
the Italian government does not wish 
tobe placed before the world as un- 
able to care for its own people.

Many trains brought additional in- 
jured to Rome and every hospital in 
the city, many hotels and a large 
number of tent hospitals are filled with 
furvivors of the disaster. 

Tent hospitals have been estab- 
ished in many of the stricken towns, 
and everything possible is being done 
to relieve the sufferings and necessi- 
ties of those who survived. 

Automobiles containing members of 
the Roman aristocracy left Rome at 
intervals, carrying relief stores to the 
earthquake victims, especially cloth- 
ing, food, milk. and chocolate.

The catastrophe was of such vast 
proportions, Marconi added, that no 
organization of men could possibly 
have done anything to give immediate 
relief. The people were in despair at 
their powerlessness to render aid to 
those whose voices cried out for as- 
sistance from their places of entomb- 
ment. 

“During the first day of the disas- 
ter,” Marconi continued, “the res- 
cuers were so few that they could not 
even attempt to excavate at places 
from which cries of distress came, 
and planted poleshere and there at 
such spots, hoping to return later with 
with adequate forces of men to effect 
the release of the imprisoned per- 
sons. 

“When, however, would-be res- 
cuers did arrive most of the voices 
had been stilled and the poles were 
merely markers of spots under which 
dead lay.” 

Prior to his departure Marconi said 
he endeavored to organize smal! 
parties of men to attempt to extin- 
guish fires which had broken out at 
several points in the debris and 
which, he declared, undoubtedly had 
burned some of the pinioned victims 
to death. The difficulty of, fighting 
the flames was almost insurmountable 
because of insufficient water and lack 
of pumps.

QUARANTINE REMOVED. 


Quincy Had Ne Cases of Foot and 
Mouth Disease. 


Dr. Abele reports that the quaran- 
tine on animals for foot and mouth 
disease is off in this state, except with- 
in three miles of any premises which

One of the really big problems 
which the American people must

In most considerations of this ques- 
tion there is one phase which is over 
looked, The question is approached 
from the point of view of the house- 
holder who seeks to determine wheth- 
er or not the admission of some 
stranger who is knocking at his door 
will be an advan ec or a siakvna 
uge to him. This is a point of view 
which should receive careful consider- 
ation. There is mech harm which can 
come to a people from undesirable im- 
migration, much good which can com¢ 
from desirable Immigration. 

{Rut there is another point of view. 

Has not the great champion of de- 
mocracy, the advocate of equality for 
all, a mission to perform? America, 
the Melting Pot—is that not a proud 
title? If America can do a service to 
civilization by inviting to her shores 
the people of backward nations should 
she not seek to perform that service? 
“It seems as if the right attitude should 
be the unselfish one. 

This does not necessarily mean un- 
restricted immigration. Today. con- 
ditions being as they are, it certainly 
does not mean unrestricted immigra- 
tion. It would be doing no real ser- 
vice to civilization for America to 
profer hospitality to more strangers 
than she could care for. It would be 
doing no real service to civilization 
for America to profer hospitality to 
strangers unsuited to the Melting Pot 
or for whom the Melting Pot was un- 
suited. 

The literacy test should be judged 
by those standards. If an ability to 
pass that test is essential to render- 
ing the immigrant suitable material 
for the Melting Pot the literacy test 
-Should become law. If it is not an 
essential it should not become law.

London, Jan. 18.—While the main 
Russian army has beeen busy repell- 
ing what Grand Duke Nicholas, jn 
his official report, describes as a 
series of violent attacks by Field 
Marshal von Hindenberg to break 
through to Warsaw, other Russian 
forces have stormed and taken Kirli- 
ppene pass, gp the borders of Tran- 
sylvania, and have made _ further 
progress in their advance along the 
right bank of the Vistula toward the 
German frontier. 

The’ Germans in force delivered 
seven successive attacks which de- 
iveloped into desperate bayonet fight- 
ing on the Russian lines on the left 
bank of the Vistula, and have suc- 
ceeded in taking one of the Russian 
advance trenches.

Soldier, Himself Badly Hurt, 
Writes to Aunt Telling of 
Brother’s Death — Wrist 
Watches Dangerous. 
PEELE ETE PED 


ERE are some of the latest hu- 
mun interest stories of the great 
Eupopean struggle: 

Among the many | 
of how the war affects a single family 
is one shown by a letter in the F igaro | 
of Paris in which a soldier, himself } 
severely wounded. writes to his aunt | 
telling her of the death of bis brother. | 
He does not mourn that his brother is | 
gone, but speaks in almost envious 
tones of the worthy manner in which | 
he gave up bis life. The letter follows: | 

“My Dear Aunt—I was very glad to 
get your letter and will comply with 
your desire to know something about | 
the misfortune that has come to us. | 
My brother Camille met his end glo- 
riously on Sept. 15, uear Berry-au-Bae. 
He was ordered by the general of the. 
brigade to which he was attached to 
curry an order to the regiment. He 
realized that the order bad to be deliy- 
ered at once. Without making a show 
of his courage he started for the head | 
of the two regiments in question in or- | 
der that they might take part in the | 
attack on the German position. 

“While he was hurrying to carry out ! 
the order he fell, hit in the head prob- i 
ably by the bursting of a shell. They | 
carried his body to the rear, and he is | 
now in the little cemetery of the church | 
at Sapignol, where we will go together 
at the end of.the war. This service 
was of such value that Camille receiv- 
ed long mention in the army report. 


| But, alas, the honors paid to him will" 


not pay us for our affliction. 

“Mignette ts on ber way to you with 
the two children. She has shown a 
stoic courage and admirable resigna- 
tion, which must have been a great | 
comfort to our poor father. As for my- 
self, | was wounded«son Oct. 2 near | 
Lens, when our battalion had arrived 
at Grand Couronne. I was wounded 
in the left leg just above the ankle by | 
the bursting of a shell and at the same 
time a shower of tiles and bricks fell 
It was the last house 
where | was stationed on observation 
that was struck, 

“1 was taken to Lens and then to 
Bethune, where an amputation was 
deemed necessary because gangrene ; 
| had already set in. The day after the | 
operation we had to leave suddenly in 
the night, the hospital being threaten- | 


ed. 1 wus placed in a cattle van on; 
the straw with my leg freshly cut. | 
| We remained a day and a night with- | 
out aid or light between Bethune and 
Amiens, where | have been lying in a 
horrible state. At Amiens I was well 
treated and had the pleasure of seeing 
Henriette arrive. This welcome sur-! 
prise came to me, and at the end of 
Paris. 1 had then been for two days | 
at the bospital at Messimy and later, 
at Poitiers. 

“I was there told by my father of | 
the great mourning which had come to 
us at the death of Camille. Henriette 
had bravely spared me any news 
which might binder my recovery. The 
wound is healing beautifully, and it 
will not be many days before I am 
able to get up. This is my story and 
also the story of our misfortune. 
France has demanded much of us. 
We have sacrificed everything to her, 
for we loved her more than all. I 
send my love to you and also to my 
cousins.” 


Love Letters to the Chief. 


Thg Berlin newspapers say that 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg receiv: 
ed several hundred love letters at 
Christmas from German women and 
girls. 

A request has now been issued 
through official channels that all young | 
girls in Germany should refrain from 
writing such epistles, as the field mar-

The noises are abrupt, erratic and 
shockingly violent and the mess made 
is very nasty, but when you recognize 
your number is certainly up you sort 
cf congeal—you lose recollection of 
your body and become only a clear and 
observant point of intelligence, doing 
your job subconsciously but surely, like 
a man dead in everything but bis efes. 
When you are out of it you ‘come to,’ 
so to speak, and can hardly believe you 
nre still really in one piece. Then you 
find yourse!f very pleased, smiling al! 
over and shaking a little for a long 
time afterward.” 


Pet Goat Was Killed. 


A French soldier in the trenches 
writes home: 

“\ fortnight ago we bad an unex- 
pected visitor A fine goat in full mi'k 
trotted into our lines and was soon in- 
stalled among us us a favorite. We 
christened her ‘Head Nurse’ because 
she strangely resembled a Red Cross 
nurse who had been with us. Her one 
weakness—chewing tobacrd, English 
brands by preference—was a bit cost- 
ly, but we were repaid tenfold by the 
milk she yielded. which was. chiefly 
reserved for the wounded. 

“Day after day Nanny strolled be- 
yond the lines to browse, but she al- 
ways returned for ber evening meal 
of carrots. One day she got too near 
the German lines, and a bal! laid ber 
flat. As night drew on a dozen or 
more ‘boches’ crept ott in the hope of 
an impromptd supper, but we were 
even with them. We charged. and. 
after leaving half a dozen of them) 
dead on the field. we brought back the 
body of our ‘head nurse’ in triumph 
and gave her a decent burial.” 


F In Bembproof Cave. 


Life in an artillery emplacement is 
exciting. Men so stationed are sub-

In a letter just published in. Munich 


this is well illustrated. After dwell- 
ing on the comforts of the bombproof 


cave in which the men of the battery | 


dwell, in which they even have tables, 
chairs, lockers and a stove, the writer 
continues as follows, the shifting tenses 
being his: 

‘“A tremendous black coluntn of snap | 
rises from the ground as tle shells | 
strike near us. The glock, im, our cave 
strikes as if scared out!df ltg wits and 
then stops. Everything trembles and 
shakes. The dry earth on the sides of 
the bombproof peels) off nnd falls. 

“We sit quietly—waiting for the shell 
that will bury us. 
falls close by, but the one we wait for 
does not come. The enemy's battery 
has fired five shots and now stops. 

“An hour later the bombardment 
started again. We sat there like para 
lyzed. On the table a cigar burned a 
hole in a glove. Nobody had sense or 
ambition enough to prevent it. 

“When the bombardment was over 
everybody felt a peculiar sort of fa- 
tigue. All conversation ceased. One 
of the men left his seat and wearily 
threw himself upon the straw bed. Be- 
fore he went to sleep he turned over 
and whispered: 

“Call me!’ 


Partridge Pie Cheered ‘Squad. 


“The worst of it was that we were 
not permitted to return the fire. No 
doubt the division staff had its good 
reasons for that. Things would be} 
different had we been able to arial 
shot for shot. We would have been 
of the best spirits in that case. But to 
sit there like dumb brutes and wait for 
orders under sich a fire was a bad ex- 
perience. 

“The day passed in this manner. The 
enemy's fire ceased at 7 o'clock in the 
evening, and after a meal-of bacon, 
bread and coffee made of cereals, we 
felt better. A partridge pie which my 
mother had sent me helped to cheer 
us up. 

“Next morning at 5 the order. ‘Ready 
for fire!’ came by telephone. "Man the 
suns—distance 2,100 yards—shell, fire,’ 
said the voice at the other end of the 
wire. Though it was still dark, we 
heard from the distance the thrashing 
of infantry fire. 

“Our shells shriek and whistle across 
the plain. ‘Shot well placed—battery 
salvos — every ten seconds — distance 
now 2,200 yards,’ telephoned the obser- 
vation officer: 

“The fun commences. It is hard 
work. Perspiration rolls off us like the 
rain, which has just commenced to fall. 

“But the euemy’s motor battery also 
Starts again. 
our position. The second one hits the 
bombproof; we have been located. A 
veritable sea of explosions surround 
us—lightning, detonatious. clashes, 
shrieks, smoke and powder stench give 
our environment the appearance of the 
crater of a volcano. We are covered 
with mud which the enemy's shells 
throw up and which descends on us 
like hail. 


Gunner Did Not Move. 


“«Two, 175!” I shouted at the gunner, 
but he did not move. 

“‘Pischer!’ was my next shout. At 
that moment the body of the gunner 
slipped between the seat and the sight- 
ing mechanism. I| noticed that a frag- 
ment of shell had entered bis forehead. 

“Gently we placed the body to‘one 
side, and another gunner took the seat. 
We continued our fire, calmly, steadily 
—in our minds saw the destruction 
wrought by our shells in the lines of 
the enemy's infantry. 

“So it continued for some time; then 
came from the observation station the 
command, ‘Cease fire for awhile.’ 

“In the afternoon another sbel!l hit 
our position. and another man had to 
be Inid aside. He was a lovable old fel- 
low. Later we buried the two. 

“Rain fell throughout the night and 
next day. By noon our bombproof was 
filled with water. We waded around 
in that up to our waists. Later in the 
day the bombproof caved in, and we 
saved nothing but the telephone in- 
strument, our carbines and coats. We 
then spent some time in the cellar of 
a nearby farmbouse. and tomorrow we 
go back for a rest. Our place will be 
taken by a reserve regiment with won- 
derfully clean uniforms and brand new 
brown boots. Our uniforms have all 
the colors of the rainbow on a mud yel 
low background.” 


Kaiser’s War Talisman. 


Tucked away in the breast pocket of 
his great gray coat, the kaiser carries 


"as a war talisman a four leaved sprig 


of clover, pressed, dried and scented. 

The story goes that this talisman 
was plucked by childish hands in the 
meadows of the royal park at Kabels- 
burg in 1870, and people are saying in 
Berlin that it will bring the present 
kaiser victory as it brought to his 
grandfather victory at Sedan. 

The talisman was picked by the 
daughter of an old court ofi‘cial named 
Louis Schneider, who, was ullowed to 
present it to old King William, and 
when the latter returned from Sedan 
he gave it back to the child with the 
remark: 

“It has brought me Juck, and I hope 
it will bring you luck too.”

Quincy City Hospital Holds Annual 
Meeting 


It was stated at the annual meeting 
of the Quincy City Hospital Corpora- 
tion in Union hall Monday evening 
that the institution last year ran be- 
hind $7900 and that some Way must} 
be devised ir the immediate future to 
overcome the deficit. 

The deficit exists, it was stated, ‘he- 
cause the sources of income are in- 
sufficient to enable the institution to 
take care of itself. The three sources 
of income are from the patients, city 
and endowment fund. The city § ap- 
propriates annually $4000, the endow- 
ment retuens $4300 and last year the 
receipts from patients were in the 
reighborhood of $16,000. 

The total amount received during 
the current year was $33,150.61 and 
the amount paid out was $31,283.94, 
leaving a balance of $1,866.67. The 
liabilities, $17,500, less that balance | 
leaves a net liability of $15,6 633.33. | 
The endowment fund at present is 
$100,728.73. The hospital cared for} 
850 patients during the year, 30 per 
cent of which were absolutely free!

The one planned for raat | 
year was omitted owing to the large 
number of unemployed and the short- 
age of money in general. 

The hospital was dedicated June 17, 
1890, 25 years ago and it is probable 
that a house to house canvass will be 
made in recognition of this anniver- 
sary the final returns to be made on 
the anniversary day. 

The need of additional nurses at the 
hospital was also emphasized ‘by Fred 
B. Rice who presided at the meeting. 
He spoke of the 17 pupils and four 
members of the senior class, now re- 
ceiving instruction and pointed out 
that in addition to the medical and 
surgical experience given at the in- 
stitution, seniors are instructed in ob- 
stetrics and also given three months 
trainizg at the Boston Dispensary 
where they specialize in children’s 
diseases. It was also brought out that 
pupil nurses under the direction. of 
the district nurse are receiving valu- 
able fleld experience during their 
training. 


Fred B. Rice was unanimously re- 
elected president and Warren W. 
Adams, searetary, of the corporation. 

In the choosing of the new voard of 
trustees 21 were elected and three, 
Thomas P. Fenno, Dr. | Daniel B.

The number of patients in the hos- 
pital Jan. 1, 1914 was 21; admitted 
during the year 829; a total of 850 
cared for. 

There were 199 patients more than 
in 1913, a gain of 30 per cent and 2723 
more than in 1912, 77.8 per cent gain. 

Of the 859 patients, 748 were dis- 
charged, 68 died and 34 remained on 
Jan. 1. There were 515 surgical cas- 
es, 159 medical. and 179 obstetrical. 
‘The full paying patients were 538, 
7 were part paying and 255 were 
free. Seventy per cent of the patients 
paid in whole or in part, practically 
the same proportion as last year. It 
is worth noting that 30 pn. cent of 
the patients were absolutely free. 

The average stay of a patient is 14 
days, the average nomber. of p.uticnts 
in the hospital has been 32.6 per day; 
the average cost.per patient per day 
has been $2.53 a decrease of 57 cents

VERY OLD TREES 


Edwards Estate Boasts Several 
180 Years Old 


~Quincy has some very old trees but 
no one has kept any accurate record 
of them as far as known. It is hard 
to say where the oldest tree is locat- 
ed. Off Woodward avenue there is an 
old. willow tree which grew evidently 
uncultivated, at the time when that lo- 
cation was little more than a swamp. 
It is estimated that this tree must be 
fully 150 years old. 

There are however some trees on 
the Edwards estate on School street, 
whieh it is known are about 180 years 
old. These trees were brought from 
England by Lewis Vassall about the 
year 1730 according to Pattee’s his- 
tory and were transplanted here 
Lewis Vassell was one of the early 
settlers of Quincy coming here from 
England in 1730.

ported to the Trinity board, which has 
charge of all lights on the coast of 
Great Britain, that a shoal had made 
in the English channel about nine 
miles due east of the Lizard. At the 
spot indicated there had been thirty 
fathoms of water ever since a British 
ship went to sea, and the board, of 
course, argued that there had been a 
mistake. It was a fishing craft which 
had reported the shoal and found only 
fourteen feet of water over it, and a 
craft was sent out at once to make an 
official investigation. What had hap- 
pened was this: It was a bowlder 
strewn bottom, and two or three old 
wrecks had drifted together and piled 
up on each other until a dangerous ob- 
struction had been formed. It was as 
if a great rock had been heaved up 
from the bottom, and the board must 
guard against the danger without delay. 

Thirty years ago the diver’s dress 
was not what it is today, nor could 
men handle explosives under water as 
they can now. After two or three vain 
attempts to clear away the wrecks the 
work was left for a storm to accom- 
plish, and meanwhile lightship No 4, 
under Captain Crox, was moved 
around from Mounts bay and anchored 
near the spot and notice given to mari- 
ners. 

That night it was the cuptain’s 
watch from 8 till midnight. A gale 
had come up. It had come 10 o'clock 
when a sudden hail reached the light- 
ship. The captain was°aft and his 
mate forward, but he knew eat once 
that the hail came from seaward. It 
was not so dark but that one could 
see a ship 300 feet away, even though 
she had no lights aboard. 

As soon as 2 port fire was ignited the 
sea was lighted up for hundreds of 
feet around in a ghastly way, and both 
men looked for the craft they suppos- 
ed to be near by. They looked in vain 
till the signal was nearly finished. 
Then a ship's yaw], driving right up in 
the teeth of the gale, hove into sight. 
She was without a mast or sail or 
oars, and thé only figure in her sat in 
the stern sheets, and his arms and leg: 
were bound around with ropes. 

The man was bareheaded and dress- 
ed as a landsman, and.as he drove past 
within twenty feet of the rail they had 
a look square into his eyes, and the 
agony on his face made them shudder. 
They started to throw hin a rope, but 
as the coil swung into the air they re- 
membered that, being bound, he could 
make no use of it. The yaw! and the 
man went straicht to windward and 
in a couple of minutes were out of 
sight, and the men found themselves 
all a-tremble. Captain Crox was full 
of indignation over the crime of send- 
ing a man afloat in that manner and 
of pity for the victim, when his mate 
touched him on the arm and shouted 
in his ear: 

“If I was ashore, captain, all the 
money in England would not bribe me 
to set foot on this deck again!" 

“What's the matter with you?” was 
called in reply. “It’s only a bit of shore 
villainy that we must report.” 

“It's nothing that’s happened ashore. 
sir. Did you take notice that the craft 
was driving right in the teeth of the 
gale? It wasn’t. a live man in that 
boat. She was going to windward 
with a ghost, and I'd give the bit I 
have in the bank if I'd not-seen it.” 

It was agreed between them that noth- 
ing be said to the other ~watch when 
they turned out, and they went on duty 
without knowing or suspecting that 
anything out of the way had hap- 
pened. 

While carrying the thing out with 
pretended indifference, Captain Crox 
was, as a matter of fact, pretty thor- 
oughly upset over it and on turning 
in found he could not go to sleep. He 
had been lying on his bunk and turn- 
ing the thing over in his mind for an 
hour or so and the gale was still 
howling and the lightship bouncing 
about when he realized from the 
movement of the watch that they had 
been hailed.

desperate attempt to break through to 
Paris, only sixty miles away. 

Dispatches from correspondents in 
the north say that German reinforce- 
ments from Antwerp and Brussels, as 
well as frém Aix-la-Chapelle and oth-

through Belgium in the direction of 
the Aisne during the last three days. 

’ At ‘widely’ separated points else- 
where on the western front there 
have been engagements, but the 
weather is again playing an important 
part. The storm in Belgium prevents 
operations except artiflery. duels, and 
snows in the Vosges, at the other ex- 
treme of the line, makes fighting ex- 
ceedingiy difficult. 

In the Argonne, however, the fight- 
ing is almost continuous, and each 
side claims minor successes. For the 
time being, the Germans seem to be 
more on the offensive than the de- 
fensive. 

Russians ; Retake, Trenches 

Another blow at von Hindenberg’s 
forces In northern Poland was struck 
by the Russians when they recaptured 
the trenches near the village of Gou- 
{mine, on the left bank of the Vistula, 
which had been taken by the Germans 

last Saturday as the net result of 
ene furious attacks... 

The battle for the fleld works was 
ee a severe one, the Petro- 

grad report stating that the defend- 
jen detachments of Germans were 
virtually annihilated. Reinforcements 
were brought up and the kaiser’s 
troops made two desperate attempts 
to drive the Russians out again, but 
were in each case repulsed. 

The German official. reports have 
thus far failed to make any reference 
to the fierce fighting. that has been 
going on for three days around Gou- 
‘mine, and are also strangely silent as 
to their frantic attempts to check the 
formidable “Russian advance down the 
right bank of the Vistula toward the 
great fortress of Thorn. 

The Turkish Disaster 

Every hour brings news that 
shows the disaster to the Turks in 
the snow-filled passes of the Armeni- 
an frontier near Kara-Urgan is even 

greater than Petrogrud officially 
claimed. A correspondent writes that 
the flight toward Erzerum of the 
Eleventh corps, which was the Turks’ 
only hope alter the Ninth corpjs had 
been annihilated and the Tenth shat- 
tered, resemble those witnessed after 
the Turkish defeats in the first Bal- 
Kan war.

OUTSIDE: ISSUES BARRED 


England Adopts Drastic Methods to} 
Safeguard Her Capital 

How carefully. Great Britain is 
guarding her financial resources dur- 
ing the war is indicated by the treas- 
ury regulations which have been 
deemed necessary with the opening 
of the stock exchange. 

Under these regulations, issues of 
capital or the participation in issues 
for undertakings outside the empire 
are absolutely prohibited. 

Issues for undertakings in the coi- 
onies will be permitted only where it 
is shown there is urgent necessity for. 
them. Issues for undertakings with- 
in the United Kingdom will be pezmit- 
ted only, when the treasury is 7‘on- 
vinced that they are advisable in the 
national interest. 

The government view is that “until 
further notice, all considerations must 
be subordinated to the paramount ne- | 
cessity of husbanding the financial r 
sources of the country, with a view to 
the successful prosecution of. the 
war.”

102,000 RED MEN 


Gabe £. Parker to Superintend 
Five Oklahoma Tribes, 


QUARTER BLOOD GHOCTAW. 


Former Register of United States 
Treasury Returns to State Where He 
Is Greatly Liked—Washington Ad- 
ministration Policy to Have Genuine 
Test Under His Direction. 


Through the devious trail of politics 
Gabe E. Parker, a quarter blood Choc- 
taw Indian, has just achieved the am- 
bition of his life. Without solicitation 
or even knowledge on his part he was 
taken from the principalship of an In- 
dian boys’ school in Oklahoma and 
made register of the United States 
treasury. Mr. Parker gave up his 
chosen work—that of helping his own 
people to become competent, self re- 
liant, contributing men and women— 
only after a struggle. Now he is about 
to return to Oklahoma as superintend- 
ent of the five civilized tribes, with 
broader opportunity than ever before 
to accomplish the task be had origin- 
ally set for himself. 

Charge of 102,000 Indians. 

The job Mr. Parker goes to Okla- 
homa to fill is a big one. It involves 
the welfare of 102,000 Indians of the 
Choctaw, Chickasaw, Creek, Seminole 
and Cherokee tribes, who desire to be- 
come citizens in fact as well as in 
name. Under the constitution of Okla- 
homa they are citizens of the state. 
They are wards of the nation so long 
as the government retains a control 
in trust of the 15,000,000 acres of their 
land, including the richest oil fields 
of the world and 450,000 acres of coal 
and asphalt lands, Mr. Parker’s job 
is to carry out the policy of the pres- 
ent administration and to discharge 
into ful! and complete citizenship as 
many of these 102,000 Indians as are 
ready for the change, or may become 
so under his direction. 

This policy is a mew one and, in a 
sense, a revolutionary one in view of 
the policy of the government pursued 
up to this time. Mr. Parker promises 
to approach it cautiously. He has no 
plans at this time. He prefers to say 
nothing now. He has been away from 
Oklahoma for a year or more and has 
partially lost touch with local affairs. 
He does not now know what changes 
in the former policy will be necessary 
to carry out the present one, but he is 
going to Oklahoma to “do his level 
best." Furthermore, he is carrying 
back home with him a warm admi- 
ration for President Woodrow Wilson 
and his advisers, who have seen fit to 
let the Indians of Oklahoma tackle 
their own problems. It is not because 
he (Parker) has been selected to lead 
them, but because the Indians them- 
selves have been recognized both as 
to capabilities and possibilities that 
Mr. Parker is so pleased. 

His Enthusiasm an Asset. 

If enthusiasm for the work at hand 
is an asset Mr. Parker is one of the 
best equipped men for his new job 
that could be found anywhere. He 
exudes it and with difficulty tries to 
suppress it, but it is there. His mind 
harks back to his days in Henry Ken- 
dall college, where he was valedic- 
torian in 1899, and to Armstrong acad- 
emy, of which he was superintendent 
in 1913, when he came to Washing- 
ton as register of the treasury. He is 
proud of the fact that he became head 
of the Choctaw boys’ school, after hav- 
ing been a pupil in it, and he is espe- 
clally pleased that when he left he was 
succeeded by one of his old pupils. 
Peru Farver. 

Mr. Parker believes in his people 
He believes in the government of the 
nation and state and in their inten- 
tions toward them. He designed the 
seal of the great state of Oklahoma, 
which symbolizes the “sisterhood of 
states” and intermingles the former 
seals of Oklahoma territory and of the 
Five Civilized Tribes of the Indian ter- 
ritory. He is known as “Great Seal” 
Parker for this achievement. He served 
on many important committees in the 
constitutional convention of Oklahoma 
with special reference to the Indians, 
the schools and taxation and declined 
to enter politics when his" work was 
through. 

As between the two phases of the 
Indian question, the personal and the 
property phases, Mr. Parker desires to 
emphasize the personal as pre-eminent- 
ly important. Ag a schoolteacher he 
was deeply interested in solving prob- 
lems which would bring h's charges to 
a full and complete realization of the 
responsibilities of citizenship, and he 
endeavored to give them such a prac- 
tical application of their book learning 
as would accomplish that purpose. 

Mr. Parker is 2° man whose eafnest- 
ness of purpoSe sticks out of every 
word and deed. The policy of this ad- 
ministration toward his people is his 
policy because he believes in it. Whetb- 
er right or wrong, it is certain to bave 
a genuine test under his administra- 
tion in Oklahoma.

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Average Age of Present Membership is 
Little Over Sixty Years— Oldest 
Member More Than Eighty and 
Youngest Forty-three— Novel Club 
instituted In Springfield, O. 


With “Help Your Fellow Man” for 
its motto and a desire to aid its needy 
members by giving them.a_ better 
chance to earn a livelihood, Springfield, 
Q,, bas a novel organization in the 
Young-Old Men’s association, made up 
of 100 members, all gray hatred, with 
an average age of a fraction more than 
sixty years. 

The association is made up of men 
from all walks of life who have passed 
the period of youth, The intention of 
the organization is to find employment 
for those of its members who are able- 
bodied, but have been thrown out of 
work because of the increasing number 
of gray hairs that have appeared upon 
their heads. 

Under the leadership of former 
Mayor and State Senator Francke W. 
Dickinson the organization is begin- 
ning to get results. A workshop has 
been established in the business center 
of the city, where work can be sent to 
be done and where men needed for odd 
jobs can be obtained. 

In the association are found men who 
have made their mark in professional 
und business fife side by side with 
those who have failed and have been 
overtaken with old age and with little 
of this world’s goods back of them. 
It Is estimated that about 25 per cent 
of the membership are men who are in 
need of work and are able to work. 

How Idea Originated. 

The association was started by 
George W. Cressette of Cleyeland, O., 
a native of Springfield. He visited his 
old home this last fall and met many 
of his boyhood friends. Finding some 
of these friends out of work, he con- 
ceived the idea of promoting this or- 
ganization. 

An advertisement was placed in the 
local papers for gray haired men over 
forty years of age to meet in the city 
council rooms on a stated night. No 
explanation of the meeting was given, 
and when the time of the gathering 
came a Jarge number of elderly men 
was.on hand. After the object of the 
meeting had been explained the asso 
ciation was formed. 

Headquarters of the association have 
been established. where social rooms 
are maintained. The only qualifica- 
tion for membership is that the appli- 
cant. be over forty years of age, have 
gray bair and be an American citizen. 
Religion and: politics are barred .aa 
topics. No man is too poor to be ell- 
gible. 

The. membership embraces meér- 
chants, salesmen, farniers, physicians, 
undértakers,. managers, messengers, 
agents. ninnufacturers, store clerks, 
janitors, caretakers, furniture workers, 
stockroom clerks, painters, carpenters, 
firethen, engineers, contractors, wood- 
workers, gasfitters, gas goods ‘dealers, 
shipping clerks, foremen, hostlers, ma- 
cliinists, ihechanics, of alt kinds aiid Ia- 
borers. On tlie list are several ander 
the heading vf “retired.”

The danger of such. exposure he 
states cannot be estimated because 
the disease is communicated so 
easily it is impossible to learn the ex- 
act situation ux‘il it makes its ap- 
pearance. 

Scarlet fever is classified in three 
branches, severe, moderately severe 
and mild. There is no danger from 
severe cases, children being so sick 
physicians have to be called. 

The moderately severe and mild cas- 
es are the ones which communicate 
the disease because parents neglect 
to summon physicians. This sickness 
lasts only a few days and consists of 
a general malaise light fever with a 
little sore throat. 

Peeling follows then from three to 
four weeks after the disease makes its 
appearance and it is at that time it 
is most dangerous. 

Parents, while this condition exists, 
have allowed children to play with 
others, thus exposing them to danger. 

Dr. Reynolds is citing an instance 
spoke of two cases on Whitwell street 
where “peeling” youngsters were al- 
lowed to play with other children with 
the result new cases have developed. 

The board of health, he says, will 
promptly investigate any case, family 
or person which is reported and if the 
family cannot afford a doctor, mesi- 
cal attention will be furnished.

FARM PRODUCTS OF 1914 
ARE WORTH TEN BILLIONS 


Astounding Figures Reported by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 


American farms during the year 1914 
eclipsed all records for combined value 
of their products, with a total of al- 
most $10,000,000,000. Secretary Hous- 
ton of the department of agricultcre 
announced that the value of all farm 
crops, farm animal products and farm 
animals, sold and slaughtered, aggre. 
gated $9,872,936,000. That was $83,- 
000,000 more than the grand total for 
1913, the previous record year, and 
more than double the value of all farm 
products in 1899. 3 

Crops in 1914 were valued at $6,044,- 
480,000, and the estimated total value 
of the animal products and of the farm 
animals sold and slaughtered was $3,- 
828,456,000. The value of crop produc- 
tion last year was slightly less than in 
1913 on account of the reduced value 
of the cotton crop brought about prin- 
cipally by the European war. The 
corn and wheat crops, however, were 
the most valuable ever produced in the 
United States, bringing the year’s crop 
value total to only $88,279,000 less than 
the total for last year, despite the loss 
of more than $300,000,000 in the value 
of the cotton crop. 

“The estimated value of the animal 
products of the farm in 1914,” said the 
Agricultural Outlook, “is distinctly 
higher than in 1913, which was itself 
a record year in the value of this class 
of products. This is due to general 
but slight increases in production, ex 
cept for sheep and swine, and in prices 
more especially te a small increase in 
the average price of eggs, and to a 
more considerable increase in the farm 
price of cattle and calves sold and 
slaughtered.” '

crops last year was: Corn, $1,702,599,-, 
, 000; wheat. $878,680,000; hay, $779,. 
' 068,000; cotton, $519,616,000; oats, 
| $499,431,000; potatoes, $198,609,000; 
| barley, $105,903,.000; tobacco, $101,411,- 
; 000; sweet potatoes, $41,294,000; rye, 
$37,018,000; sugar beets, $27,950,000; 
rice, $21,849,000 flaxseed, $19,540,000,

what do you suppose is the subject of 
my studies? I will tell you. I am 
searching the past when there were 
ne detectives that I may learn how 
criminals were traced. 

I have found a succession of condi- 
tions, beginning with confession by 
torture—to this may be added confes- 
sion by influence of the clergy—and 
ending with our present highly per- 
fected detective system. I regret to 
say that there still exists one relie of 
the practice of obtaining confessions 
by influence of the clergy. I refer to 
securing them by means of the “third 
degree.” 

A curious instance of confession I 
nave found in a record of the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. 

During the year 1790 an altercation 
occurred between James Thorpe and 
Pardon Winston in Bradford, a small 
town in Massachusetts, Robert Thorpe, 
a brother of’ James. came ‘on to the 
scene while the fight was in progress 
and struck Winston on the head with 
a piece of wood, knocking him sense-- 
less. However, he revived in a few 
minutes, and the brothers, who had 
been friends of Winston, frightened 
lest he had been killed, assisted him 
to his home, expressing great regret at 
the occurrence. 

Winston did not seem any the worse 
for the blow he had received and re- 
mained in Bradford some time after 
the scuffle. But one day he was miss- 
ed, and, when months passed and he 
did not show up, among the various 
causes for his disappearance that were 
suggested was one that the quarrel be- 
tween him and the Thorpe brothers 
had been renewed and the missing 
man had come to his death through 
their instrumentziity. : 

However, since there was nothing 
but inference in the matter, the sus- 
picion died down. Several years 
after Winston's disappearance Abner 
Twitchell, a citizen of Bradford, 
dreamed one night that the ghost of 
Winston had appeured to him and said 
that the Thorpe brothers had killed 
him, burned his body and buried the 
residue under a beech tree, the only 
tree standing-in the back yard of his 
bome. Twitchell gave the civil au- 
thorities an account of his dream. 


At this point in my narrative it is | 


well to remember the conditions of 
that period. The belief in witchcraft 
that had reaped so-many victims bad 
died out among educated persons, but 
still prevailed among the lower class- 
es. Today a belief in revelation by 
dreams, though not what it was then, | 
is not entirely extinct. 

The Thorpe brothers were arrested, 
the ground about. the roots of the! 
beech tree was dug up, and some but- 
tons and the metal parts of a pair“of 
suspenders were found. This evidence 
was considered so strong that the} 
Thorpe brothers were urged to con- 
fess in order that justice should be 
meted out to each in accordance with 
what he deserved. James, under the 
incessant pleadings of his spiritual ad- 
viser, finally gave way and confessed 
that he had been the murderer. But 
Jater Robert confessed that he, too, 
had taken part in the killing and had 
done the principal part in getting rid 
of the body. 

Now, if we consider the evidence in 
this case as it would be regarded to- 
day there is nothing in it. First, we 
would not accept the dream as of any 
value whatever; second, the articles 
found uuder the beech tree might 
have been thrown out in the yard or 
burned with other refuse under the 
tree and become mingled with the soll; 
third, we have numerous confessions 
in murder cases that are not true. 

But in those days, when the people 
were emerging from «a period wherein 


an organized court of justice would !the fashion paper 


convict a woman*of vomiting crooked 
pins and sailing on the water in a 
nieve, the evidence against the Thorpe 
brothers, backed by the confession of 
both, was considered quite sufficient 
to hang them. ‘They were tried, con- 
victed and sentenced. 

One day a man rode into Bradford 
and while sitting around the tavern 
store was told that the next day there 
would be a hanging in the town and 
he had better remcin over and see it. 
On mention of the name of Winston be 
said that he had seen a half witted 
man in Hadley of that name. A friend 
of the Thorpe boys was present, and he 
went to the judge with the story, ask- 
ing fur a stay of the execution in or- 
der that the matter might be investi- 
gated. . 

A constable was sent to Hadley and 
returned with the man for whose mur- 
der the prisoners were to have been 
hanged. The brothers: were released 
and received an ovation, the towns- 
People really rejoicing that they had 
been saved by a mere chance from hay- 
ing committed murder themselves. 

The blow that Winston had received 
from Robert Thorpe had caused an in- 
dentation of a bit of his skull on the 
brain. Even nowadays we are never 
sure when or what vagaries may be 
caused by such a pressure, though it 
ean now be removed by surgeons. 
Whether the surgical process of trepan- 
ning was done in those days or not I 
don’t know.- I found no record of the 
subsequent condition of the injured

The few golfine, heavily trimmed with 
surviving town officials complain bit- 
terly of the government's neglect. 
They say no bread has been obtain- 
able since Saturday. 

Pescina lost its most famous land- 
mark, the sixteenth century castle 
of the Piccolomini family, and the 
house where the famous Cardinal 
Mazarin was born. 

The condition of the surviving 
population of the town of San Bene- 
detto, near Pescina, is deplorable. 
Over 4000 of the inhabitants perished 
out cf a total population of 4500. Only 
volunteers from the nearby districts 
have been engaged in the rescue 
work. 

No outside help of any kind reached 
San Heredetto until Sunday, although 
Pescina is only three miles away. The 
roadway between the two places was 
blocked as a result of the eruption. 
Great fissures in the -highway testify 
to the severity of the earth shocks In 
this district. 

The town of Celano, northeast of 
Avezzano, and 2590 feet up in the 
mountains, lost 1000 dead through the 
earthquake. There are also many in- 
jured and 10,000 persons are without 
shelter. A majority of them have been 
compelled to pass the bitterly cold 
nights in the open air because very 
little lumber has been sent to the 
place with which to build shelters. 

At the town of Ortucchio,. south- 
east of Avezzano, the earthquake vic- 
tims are reported to number over 
2000. A thousand of the dead, it is 
stated, are buried under the ruins of 
the cathedral. The entire population 
of Ortucchio numbered about 2500.

Is it to be wondered at that the wa- 
ter rates of Quincy are the butt and 
joke cf the Metropolitan district? 

The City of Boston sells no water 
at less than .0S cents per 100 cu. ft. 
The officials of the Boston Water De- 
partment do not hesitate to say to 
jhe writer that Quincy must have lost 
n large sum of money through this 
selling of water at--less than cost. 
1 have heard the estimate of total 
loss to the city set as high as $40,000. 
The Boston rate runs from a mini- 
mum of .08 cents to a maximum of .14 
ver 100 cu. ft..andin no case less 
Shan $8.00 per year. 

Quiney’s runs from the ridiculous

per year. To one or two consumers 
Quincy makes a rate lower, I believe 
nak any rate quoted in the Metropoli- 

district, and partially to offset 
ee it charges its private citizens the 
most extortionate rates in the dis- 
trict. Its meter rates are the most 
complicated of any issued. 

Take your rate book and look af, 
the “Meter Rates.” There are 16 
different kinds of Meter Rates aad all 
unwittingly drawn to favor the big, 
rich corporations and penalize the 
poor man, the man who is strvggling 
along with his new housg and the 
average horecholder, whose rates 
are nothing shert of extortion. 

Brookline, which is not supposed to 
be the chéapest place in the world to 
live in, sells water to its citizens at a 
lat rate of .12 cents per 100 cu. ft. no 
minimum rate. Quincy’s average 
rate is .23 cents per 100, minimum

“Masgachusetis has never been giv- 
en her fair share of money for the 
development of her waterways,” said 
Mr. Crane. “Weymouth Fore River 
is the main water highway to Quincy 
and a large amount is spent on the 
river by firms doing ‘business along 
the banks. Before we can secure an 
appropriation from ngress, it. is 
necessary for Quincey to make an ap- 
propriation and this legislation has 
this in view.”

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 21.—"l 
believe Harry “Thaw to be perfectly 
sane.

Sheriff Drew of Colebrook, the man

PROBLEM IS HARD ONE 


Judge Albert E. Avery of the dis- 
trict Court does not agreé with the 
opinion of Judge John Winn of the 
Haverhill district court who recently 
said: “I have made op my mind that 
prebation is a farce.” 

Judge Wign went to Haverhill ar- 
deut in the belief that drunkenness 
was a disease amenable to kind and 
ienient treatment, and he has been 
trying that treatment, but now an- 
nonnaces that he has changed his 
views. 

{He announced the change in his 
opinion one day recently when he 
looked over. the crowd that had been 
gathered in ‘by the police “over Satur- 
day and Sunday, many of whom had 
heen before him time and time again 
and whom he had placed on proba- 
tion 

Locking over the men he is credit- 
ed with saying: “I have made up my 

inind that probation is a farce. I 
nave treated you men generously and 
kindly and have endeavored to help 
you work out your own reformation. 
{ believe yon haye only laughed at 
me as you Went away because I was 
so easy. The men I have placed on 
probation have only gone out and got 
drunk and been brought back by the 
police. I am tired of it all; here- 
after I warn you that I shall send 
such eases to the stdte farm at 
Bridgewater.” 

Judge Avery smiled when shown 
the statement of Judge Winn and 
said: “It is a hard problem. I have 
felt the same way myself at times. 
| “What Judge Winn says may be 
true to a certain extent. I do not 
agree that drunkenness is a disease 
Drnnkenness may be moré or less 
inheritabie. Then there are «cases 
where Spe at home are con- 
tributory causes. 

“Drunkenneéss in many cases is de- 
liberate. Men will save their money 
carefully until they get a certain 
amount and then visit Boston with 
the express purpose of having a good 

time and getting druitk 
Judge Avery does aa helieve it 
does ‘any good to send a man to the 
i state farm or to jail for being drunk. 
It simply gives them an opportunity 
to get the rtm out of them, a good 
place to sleep and plenty of good food. 
In Some cases they are worse when 
they come out. There is still an- 
other item and that is the expense of 
boarding men at the state farm an? 
jails which amounts to a considerable 
sum.

,adle to send them to jail or to the

GRAND DUKE NICHOLAS 


OF RUSSIA A GIANT.! 


Basil Miles Gives Pen Portrait of Tow- 
ering Military Commander. 


At the feast of the Prebrazhenski | 
regiment in St. Petersburg shortly aft- 
er the Russian-Japanese war Sir Ian 
Hamilton was watching the great 
world arrive, one after unother. He 


himself was present as a distinguish- ' 


ed British general. Both individually 
and collectively the Russian guards of- 
ficers are a fine lot. But he suddenly 
ejaculated, “By Jove, who's that?’ He 
pointed to a towering figure at least 


six feet four in height, with close crop-' 
ped black hair shot through with gray, | 


short, pointed Vandyke beard, extraor-

The Oregon and Olympia will take 
part and are to be in Colon prior to 
March 5 filled with coal and ready to 
proceed. 

Besides the twenty-one battleships 
of the Atlantic fleet. all vessels of the 
Atlantic torpedo flotilla, including the 
Birmingham, Dixie and Arethusa, will 
accompany the fleet to San Francisco 
.The reserve torpedo flotilla, Atlantic 
fleet. will not proceed to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The reserve torpedo flotilla, the sub- 
marine flotilia, mine layers and aux- 
iliaries will conduct exercises at Pen- 
sacola during the months of Febru- 
ary, March and April.

‘CUTRIGHT “RECALLED” 


Bryan’s Statement Concerning the 
Vice Consul at Nottingham 

John L. Cutright, American vice j 
consul at Nottingham, Eng., was re- 
called, according to a statement by 
Secretary Bryan, because a letter 
written by Cutright and published in 
an Omaha paper “contained expres- 
sions of opinicn in ‘regard to the 
war.” 

A report from Nottingham said. Cut- 
right hed left there for Lendon after 
being informed by the mayor and oth- 
er city officials that he would no lon- 
ger be arceptable as vice consul. 

Bryan’s statement declares that the 
state department has no confirmation 
from Nottingham that Cutright had 
been informed that his presence there 
as an Official was objectionable. 


London special forces of constables 
rushed to the northward in motor 
cars, hoping to sight the: approaching 
airships in time to warn the city.

Industrial unrest was Caused to a 
great extent, the witness believed “by 
the increased cost of living. In his 
opinion, the philanthropic organiza- 
tions did not+effe¢t much relief from 
poverty, as the average worker was 
reluctant to accept charity and pre- 
ferred employment.

Washington, Jan. 23.—In the face 
of a warning from .President Wilson 
against questioning motives of op- 
ponents of the immigration bili, Sec- 
retary Morrison of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor suggested broadly in 
the Whte House public hearing that 
the influences against the bill are big 
corporations,» °' 5 : 

Those , he suggested, 
induce immigration in order that they 
may get cheap labor. Talk of need of 
aliens to work United States farms, 
he hinted, is a bait to obtain em- 
ployes for the United States Steel cor- 
poration, the big packing houses and 
other interests. : 

“These great corporations,” he 
said, “want two men for every job. 
That means they will be able to get 
one of the two at a very low wage, 
for hunger and distress will compel a 
man to accept a wage below the 
American standard. 

“We are opposed to exploitation of 
immigrants to swell the dividends of 
the United States Steel corporation 
and the steamship companies.”

MARKED DECREASE IN PESTS. . 
Washington, D.C. Jan. 23.—A 
marked decrease in thé numbers of 
both the gypsy and brown-tail moths 
is declared by the Bureau of Entomo- 
logy of the U,.S. Department of Ag- 
rieulture to have taken place in the 
period covered by the report whieh 
has recently been published of its 
work for the year ending June 30, 
494. This has*been largely brought 
about by the wilt disease and. the 
parasites and other natural enemies 
if these pests, which,have been intro- 
queed to fight them. 

In New’ England “extensive scout- 
ing work around the borders§ of the 
infested ‘regio® has resulted in the 
Tiscevery of the existence of the gypsy 
moth im SI new tawns in Maine, 8 in 
New Hampshire, 7 in Massachusetts, 
17 in Rhode Island, and 17 in Con- 
necticut. 

The brown-tail moth situation is 
said to be even better. he severe 
winter has aided. the brown-tail moth 
fungus disease and the imported pa- 
rasites in bringing about an enormous 
Tetrease in the numbers of this pest 
fm the northern part of the infested 
‘egion in Maine, New Hampshire, and 
Vermont, the decrease is especially 
ieticeable. On the other hand some 
‘rown-tail moth nests have beer 
found on the eastern end of Long 
Island. » 

‘The inspection of ali forest products 
nd nursery stock moved from infest- 
~d regions to other parts of the 
‘nited States is declared to have pre- 
vented the establishment of many col- 
ynies “in Widely’ separated localities 
in 17,076 shipments which have beer 
‘nspected, 4,253 specimens of the

CENSUS DELAYED. 


Director Wim. J. Harris of the Cen 
sus Bureau regrets the necessity of 
cvalling attention to the fact that 5 
large number of manufecturers have 
1eglected to make the reports re- 
\uired for the census of 1914. This 
10t only delays the publication of the 
census, but add¢ greatly to the cost 
of the work. The law directs that a 
census of manufactures shail be taker 
every fifth year, and the Director has 
tone everything possible to facilitat’ 
‘the work. The -blanks on which t: 
make the reports were mailed to al 
manufacturers with the request that 
he returns be forwarded to the Cen- 
sus Bureau by January 15, 1915. The 
co-operation of chambers of com- 
merce, boards of trade, and other or- 
vanizations interested in our indus- 
tial development has been solicited 
but, notwithstanding their very gen 
oral response and assistance, com- 
varatively few reports have been re- 
seived, and a large. number of those 
hat have reached-the office are very 
jefective. 

It is feared that the importance of 
hese statistics showing the condition 
of all industries during the year 1914 
‘s not appreciated. Unless all manu- 
acturers make proper returns. the 
‘dlative standing of one industry with 
mother and of one city with another 
vill be. seriously,.affected. The City 
‘f Quincy should not lose the position 
‘o which it is entitled... industrially, 
ind it is the duty of every citizen to 
seo that full and complete returns are 
made of all our industries. 

The. Board of Trade recognized the 
importance of having the city proper- 
iy represented in this census. and 
have recommended that all manu- 
facturers give the requests for cen- 
srs reports prompt and careful eon- 
sideration. It is hoped that each 
manufacturer will appreciate his in- 
dividual responsibility, and send in 
his completed schedules at once.

The extract follows: 
‘Some town treasurers in the past

lid not, at any one time, exceed the 
‘otal amount authorized; that is t 
3ay, under authority to borrow $50,- 
900, a treasurer has assumed that he 
night borrow $30,000 amd, upon pay 
nent of the same, might borrew an 
ither $30,000 the two borrowing: 
geregating $60,000, or $10,000 in ex 
ess of the amornt specifiea in the 
ote, and so on indefinitely. 
Sometimes also when a note falls 
lue an extension -of time is granted 
y means of a “renewal” note, so 
alled, which is given for the whole 
ymcunt of the note or a part there- 
vf, but while such a transaction may 
iot increase the outstanding obliga- 
ion of the town, it is nevertheless 
‘n additional borrowing for which a 
ew note should be given, and such 
new note must be complete upon its 
face and submitted for certification 
The amount of the new note, when 
Aadded to the amount of the original, 
Y-hould not exceed the whole amount 
riginally authorized. Towns which 
have heretofore construed the law as 
authorizing them to borrow separate 
ymounts or to “renew” notes in- 
lefinitely, so long as the amount out- 
standing at any one time did not ex- 
ceed the total amount authorized, are 
advised to discontinue such practice. 
The Attorney General of the Cothmon- 
wealth has tuled upon this question 
is follows:— 
I am of the opinion that the amount 
of the debt which the town has by 
vote duly authorized to be incurred 
nay not in any case be exceeded, and 
hat the authority of the town officers 
‘n-the premises is exhausted whe 
hey have once contracted a debt te 
the extent of the sum set forth ir 
sech vote. It follows, therefore, that 
notes may not be legally issued for 
debts incurred in anticipation of taxe: 
in any one year when such debts ex 
seed in the aggregate -the  tota! 
amount which’ the town has author- 
ized to be so borrowed.

Jerome Takes Charge of Matteawan 
Fugitive Following Brief Proceedings 
In United States Court—Newspaper 
Men Are Told’ of Numerous Oppor- 

tunities to Escape From Custody — 


Manchester, N. H., Jan. 23.— 
Harry K Thaw was taken today from 
his home in this city by the authori- 
ties of New York state and returned 
to Manhattan to stand trial upon 
conspiracy charges in connection with 
his escape from Matteawan. 

Thaw left here for Concord this 
morning. Arriving in the capital he 
was taken at once before Judge Ald- 
rich in the United States court and 
listened to an order yacating the writ 
of habeas corpus -proceedings issued 
by the court in his favor. 

William T. Jerome, special attor- 
ney general for New York state, ap- 
peared against Thaw. Jerome was 
accompanied ‘by Sheriff Hornbeck of 
Dutchess county and Captain Lanyon 
of the New York police., With the 
writ once dismissed, a writ ordered 
dismissed by the supreme court of the 
United States, Jerome and his as- 
sistants immediately started with 
Thaw tor New York, They will reach 
Boston in time to catch the 5 o’clock 
train this evenjng for Manhattan. At 


| midnight Thaw will be lodged in the 


‘Tombs. 

Thaw seemed little concerned with 
his transfer. He met newspapermen 
with extreme cordiality. 

“Facts sometimes speak stronger 
than words,” he said, ‘and anyone 
must be convinced of the confidence 
Sheriff Drew and Deputy Sheriff ste- 
vens, both level-headed and con- 
scientious officials, have in me, from 
the fact that all these months in Man- 
chester I have slept in a room alone, 
entirely separate from others.

Unwelcome Zeppelins Disappear with-

19 Had Full Complement of Men,

Battle of Great Proportion Likely at | 


Present In West, While Eastern 
Situation Is Almost Unchanged 


London, Jan. 23.—Zeppelin air- 
ships of a number unknown passed 
over Cromer last night from the sea 
and proceeded inland in a southeast- 
erly direction. No bombs were 
dropped. 

The noise of the engines of the air- 
ships was first heard by the coast 
guardsmen and then by the military 
on patro] duty. The electric light 
circuits were immediately cut and 
troops proceeded through the town 
extinguishing all other lights. 

All the evidence tends to show that 
more than one aircratt passed over 
the town. As they proceeded they 
flashed searchlights. 

A dispatch to The Daily Chronicle 
from Dover, timed midnight, said a 
Zeppelin was reported over the mid- 
die of the English channel. 

4 telephone message from Nor- 
wich, about twenty-five miles south 
of Cromer, said that at midnight 
nothing had been seen of any Zeppe- 
lins from there. A telephone inquiry 
to Lowestoft also brought the in- 
formation that nothing had been seen 
of the Zeppelins, but it-was rumored 
that they had visited Kings Lynn. 

None Seen at Kings Lynn 

A telephone message from Kings 
Lynn, Norfolk, says no aircraft was 
seen there, but that there was much 
excitement when the report was re- 
ceived from Cromer that Zeppelins 
had flown over that town. Telephone 
inquiries {n other towns in Norfolk 
county were equally unproductive of 
information verifying the Cromer re- 
port 

First flashes from Cromer a few 
minutes before midnight telling that 
the dreaded air monsters were again 
active sent a nervous chill throughout 
the island. 

People poured into the London 
streets by thousands, and search- 
lights were played upon the skies con- 
tinuously. It is felt that London will 
be the next real objective of the Zep- 
pelins, and the city is in such a fever 
of alarm that the slightest rumor is 
sufficient to cause a commotion. 
as has vet been learned, no 
bombs were dropped by the airships. 
Thic merely added to the apprehen- 
sion that they were reserving their 
ammunition until a fairer target was 
under them. 

A Trial Expedition 

Messages from Berlin declare that 
the airships which raided Kngland 
the night of Jan. 19 were Zeppelins 
of the latest type. They went forth 
from a secret base on the German 
trontier. 

German Officials say this was only 
a trial expedition for the airships, but 
they fulfilled all expectations. 

When the airships, known as “ocean 
Zeppelins,” left their staticn in Ger- 
many, all were manned by a. full 
complement of officers and men and 
equipped with comparatively * heavy 
guns, together with the largest pas- 
sible supply of ammunition. 

The airships crossed the North sea 
with great speed at a high altitude 
and were not discovered until they 
had reached. England.

Street Congregational church, Miss 
diary Collins, a missionary to the 
sicvx Indians in Standing Rock Res- 
ervation, North Dakota, gave an in- 
teresting talk on the American Indian. 

She told how carefilly the Indian 

‘children are trained from their ‘earl- 
| iest years. The boys are educated to 
|} be warriors and from the time they 
jare ten years old are taught to bear 
| hunger, cold and pain without crying. 
| They are subjected to all sorts of 
; hardship so that they will have en- 
| durance, obedience and self control. 
The greatest glory for an Indian is 
to die on the war path—then he will 
be entitled to a place of honor in the 
{next world. The girls are trained in 
etiquette. Often an Indian mother 
| will say, “My daughter, speak softly. 
| You have the mouth ofa white 
|woman.” So it appears that ‘many 
| white people have a mistaken idea of 
| what “acting like a wild Indian” 
|reatly means. 
| Miss Collins pointed out that if we 
| wish to civilize the Indian, we must 
{change his heart, that means, change 
| his religion The soldiers and the 
;}zgevernment schools are not doing 
this, this is the important task of the 
Christian missionary. And the con- 
| verted Indians become very noble 
Christians. 


Among the Indians, Miss Collins is 
| called Wenonah. When asked what 
her name meant, Miss Collins said 
‘that the Indians always hesitate to 
} tell what their names mean because 
| names are given to them either in 
;}compliment or in derision. Wenonah 
| Means princess, a name that shows 
the high respect in which the Indians

COAL MOUNTAIN TREATED ~ 
LIKE A FEVER PATIENT. 


Fearful of Spontaneous Combustion, 
Temperature Taken Frequently. 


Europe is getting its coal supply 
these days from the mines of West 
Virginia. The coal is shipped to Italy, 
France. England and other countries 
through the port of Norfolk. 

During the year 1914 there were 
shipped from this port 12,050,000 tons, 
the biggest year in coal shipments in 
the histerg 6f this port. The Norfolk 
and Western railroad hauled to its 


‘piers at Lambert's point 5,959,793 tons 


during, the .year, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio 3,221,782 tons at its piers, and 


,the Virginia railway delivered 2,830,- 


305 tons at its Sewell point piers. 

The largest coal trains in the world 
now pass through Norfolk. It is a 
daily ‘Securrence to see a train of 130 
“ars, pulled by four locomotives, pass 


| through the outskirts of this city en 


route to the coal piers at Lambert’s 
point and Sewell point. The Vir- 
ginia railway has been operating spe- 
cial trains, and it has dumped 750,000 
tons in its yard at Sewell point. It is 
spoken of as the “black diamond moun- 


'tain” by thousands of visitors who 
| have seen it. 


It is guarded as careful- 
ly as Uncle Sam guards his nayal sta- 
tions. 

Every precaution is taken to prevent 
any one from’ tampering with or steal- 
ing it or throwing a match near it. 
Like a patient with fever, the tempera- 
ture of this huge mountain is taken 
every two hours.

TO USE AIRSHIPS 
AS MAIL CARRIERS 


Two Thousand Aviators Will 
Garry Government Letters. . 


ARMY WILL ‘TRAIN. FLIERS, 


Uncle Sam’s Officials Make Announce- 
ment at Annual Dinner of Aero Club. 
Aerial Equipment Will Serve as Eyes 
For Any Artillery Action In Outlying 
Possessions. 


An opportunity to put 2,000 Ameri- 
ean aviators to work flying through the 
air with sacks of first class mail over 
routes that have already been picked 
out by the United States postal author- 
ities was described by Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Stewart at 
the annual dinner of the Aero Club of 
America at the Hotel St. Regis, New 
York. Mr. Stewart declared that it 
would be the settled policy of the postal 
authorities “to knock and knock again 
at the doors of congress until the sup- 
port for the postoffice department's 
plan would be forthcoming.” 

He predicted that a bill authorizing 
the using of aerial transportation for 
the mails would pass at the next ses- 
sion of congress and that within two 
years the postal aviators would be as 
commonplace as railway mail clerks 
are today. 

Brigadier General Georgé P. Scriven. 
chief signal officer of the United States 
army, warmly supported the proposal 
of Assistant Postmaster General Stew- 
art. He declared that it was the 
immediate intention of the army and 
navy forces of the United States to 
open an aviation school in Texas to 
supplement the school already estab- 
lished at San Diego. Cal., and that the 
army and navy expected very shortly 
to have four aerial squadrons. Two of 
these squadrons, he said, were for use 
on land, to be equipped with aero- 
planes, while the other two squadrons 
were for marine service and equipped 
with hydros. 

He urged that aerial equipment be 
sent as soon.as possible to the Philip- 
pines and to Pahama*and Hawaii to 
“serve as the eyes for any artillery 
action that in these outlying posses- 
sions may become necessary.” 

Aeroplane Indispensable. 

“We have reached the conclusion,” 
he said, “that the aeroplane is indis- 
pensable as the exes of the artillery. 
and we can no longpr afford to remain 
indifferent to this pranch of the serv- 
ice. But we can’took for more than 
four squadrons oef© aerial troops at 
present. After all, aerial troops would 
be an auxiliary, and we can't make 
them out of proportion to the general 
establishment, and the general estab- 
lishment is only a provision for a first 
line of battle or defense. The call for re- 
serves—always more. reserves—sounds 
through our. aeroplane plans as 
through all our military plans. 

“The solution is the preparing of 
men who may serve as highly trained 
aerial scouts, but who, until war de- 
mands their services, are of use in oth- 
er lines. The postoffice department's 
plans are of great value in just that 
regard. The army, I am able to say, 
would gladly co-operate by training 


| aviators for the postal service at the 


army schools. We hope soon to have 
four of them. More than that, it is 
our policy to offer to train all national 
guardsmen who may seek to become 
proficient aviators and to train civili- 
ans up to the capacity of our plant.” 

A telegram was read from the Pana- 
ma-Pacifie exposition management pro- 
posing as a substitute for the race 
around the world, which was aban- 
doned on account of the war, that 
there be a three route transcontinental 
race’ for San Francisco, with Boston, 
New York and Washington as starting 
points.

GERMAN SOLDIERS SAVE 
$25,000,000 A MONTH. 


Thrift of Troops at Front Shown by 
Money Orders Sent Home. 


‘ 

The savings of the German troops, 
according to Post Commissioner Gen- 
eral Stroedel of the imperial mail bu- 
reau, Dresden, ure estimated at $25,- 
000,000 2 month. Although this includes 
the savings of officers. who receive 
higher salaries, it testifies to the pru- 
dence and thrift of the men in the 
army, whose average pay is only 14 
cents a day. 

“The thrift of the German troops at 
the front is one of the best proofs of 
their moral strength.” says the semi- 
official North German Gazette. “Even 
when they could do so on pay days 
they do not live a riotous life, like Wal- 
lenstein’s wild bands. The present 
day German soldier has retained none 
of the old free lance habits except a 
fearless courage and dauntless defiance 
of deatb. Our soldiers do not care- 
lessly destroy their own property or 
that of others. Even in the tumult of 
battle they save for the peace to come. 

“Post Commissioner General Stroedel 
of the imperia! mall bureau in Dresden 
has given oflicial figures concerning the 
thriftiness of our troops in a speech 
about the army postal service. A Saxon 
division of reserves sent to their homes 
in September 10,000 money ‘orders, 
amounting to 391,000 marks ($97,750). 
and in October 20,000 orders, amount- 
ing to 800,000 marks ($200,000). On 
some days the payments made at one 
field postoffice reached to 30,000 marks 
($8,750) and in one case eyen 110,000 
marks ($27,500). At the postoffice un- 
der the jurisdiction of the chief postal 
authorities of Dresden 63,104 money 
orders were received from the front in 
October. On these 2,500,000 marks 
($625,000) in round numbers had been 
paid in. In November there were 65,- 
516 orders, amounting to 2,322,722 
marks ($590,000). Frequently the 1non- 
ey orders were for very smal] sums. 
ranging from 50 cents to $2.50, in ac- 
cordance with the pry the men re- 
ceived, which averages 14 cents a day 
in wartime. It must be understood 
that the soldiers cannot spend the 
money which they get. as they obtain 
most things by requisition. Further- 
more, the officers and noncommissioned 
officers, who of course receive a much 
higher pay, are included in this sum 
total.” 


CHINA’S HEAD WORSHIPS. 
Kneels Before Altar of Heaven—An- 
cient Manchu Rite. 
President Yuan Shih Kai appeared 
before the alter of heaven in Peking 
and revived the worship of heaven at 
the winter solstice. an observance neg- 
lected since the passing of the Manchu 
dynasty in 1911. In this the president 
of the republic took upon himself a 
function and rite Which in the pst al- 
Ways has been reserved to the emperor 
of China in his capacity of Tien Tsz, 
or Son of Heaven. 
The president worshiped at the fa- 
mous circular altar, the most impor- 
tant of all Chinese religious structures. 
It is located in a sacred park three 
miles from the palace of the emperors 
and is surrounded by sacred buildings. 
This altar formerly was regurded in 
China as the center of the universe. 
Yuan Shih Kai submitted a bill to 
‘the Chinese administrative council last 
January~ prescribing the worship of 
heaven and of Confucius for the presi- 
dent of China, and the measure was 
passed by the council. This act was 
regarded as tantamount to establish- 
ing a state religion for China. Dur- 
ing the deliberations of the council it 
was set forth that the president of 
the republic ghould worship at the 
Temple of Confucius and at the tem- 
ple of heaven annually, as had been 
the custom of the Chinese emperor. 
The worshiping of the president before 
the altar of heaven appears to be a 
carrying out of the purposes then set 
forth. The president was instructed 
on these religions occasions to wear 
the robes of the high dukes designed 
‘luring the Chow dynasty in the’ year 
1122 B. C. Itcwas;then taken for 
granted that all/rthe ‘olds:time rites 
would hencefortt ' be” re-established 
with Confucianism ‘as ‘the state reli- 
sion, swinging back the pendulum to 
where it was before’ 1911,

Dazed and Injured Refugees 
Brough Into Rome. 


RESCUE PARTIES MOBBED. 


Fearing Food Is Poisoned, Survivors 
Refuse It, While Others In Their 
Eagerness Wildly Attack Relief Par- 
ties—Discover Woman’s Body With 
Telephone Receiver In Her Hands. 


While fresh troops and regiments of 
civilian relief workers are streaming 
out of Rome to give succor in the dey- 
astated earthquake regions, the ef- 
forts now being fully organized, equal- 
ly large numbers of dazed and injured 
refugees are being brought into Rome 
and in some cases sent further along 
to the hospitals of Naples. Ten per 
cent of the beds in all the hospitals of 
the capital have been requisitioned for 
the care of the victims. The number 
of refugees in Rome is estimated at 
10,000, of which fully 2,000, suffering 
all manner of injuries, are in the hos- 
pitals here. Deaths of refugees on the 
returning hospital trains are frequent. 
All of the refugees are suffering dif- 
ferent degrees of deafness from the 
frightful shocks thy endured, and there 
are hundreds of cases of temporary 
blindness, caused by the storms of tine 
dust that arose in the crash of build- 
ings. A large percentage of the refu- 
gees are suffering a form of temporary 
insanity. Many of them refuse food 
in the belief that it is poisoned. 
Although several days have: passed 
since the horror occurred, few seem to 
have come to a full realization of it. 
Rescue Parties Mobbed. 
In the earthquake district the distri- 
bution of supplies is ordered strictly to

An interesting description of Porto 
Rico has been written for the Ledger 
by Albert G. Coffin, formerly of this 
city who left here last fall. “Bert” is 
a teacher in the service of the U.S. 
government. 

Porto Rico is anh island about 100 
miles long and 36 miles wide. It is 
situated in West Indies and is about 
1200 miles north of the equator: It 
is semi-tropical in climate, being 
warm in winter and very hot in sum- 
mer. It is in the path of the trade 
winds so that there is no time during 
the year which there is not a fine cool 
hreaze. The surface is very _ moun- 
ing covered with heavy vegetation. 

The Spanish language and customs 
are in vogue here. The surprising 
thing is that although the Americans 
liave occupied it for nearky 16 years, it 
is only very recently that our ideas 
and methods are being used to any 
extent. The people here are now 
commencing to realize that American 
methods, especially of doing business 
are superior to what they have been 
used to, and are adopting them. Since 
the American cecupation the sanita- 


licn ang etucationdl systems put into]* 


force hy the government have im- 
proved coniitions to a great extent. 
The. scwerage ang water systems 
which have been installed have done 
away with a great deal of typhoid 
fever and malaria which was former- 
ly very prevalent. 

The buildings here are built prin- 
cipaliy from concrete and the stores 
are often called “Holes in the Wall” 
because of their smallness. The best 
example of thé old ‘Spanish architec- 
ture is found in the old fort “Morro 
Castle.” 

The people are hospitable and polite 
although in some sections of the in- 
terior there is a strong anti-American 
sentiment, this being true because of 
the lack of contact with Americans, 
who the people think are trying ®to 
hold them back instead of aiding 
their advancement. 

The principal occupations are rais- 
ing sngar-cane and its manufacture 
into sugar, coffee and tobacco, from 
which are made some very fine cigars.

The European 
market for tobacco and coffee has 
forced the price of those commodities 
down, especially the price of coffee. 
On the other hand the war has' raised 
the price of sugar and it is this 
which seems to be holding the busi- 
ness of the island up to somewhere 
near normal. 

There is also considerable fruit 
raised consisting of oranges, bananas, 
cogoanuts and pineapples, consider- 
eble of which is exported to the 
United States. ‘ 

It may be of interest to Quiney peo- 
ple to know that last week while in 
San Juan I had an opportunity to 
ineet some of the officers of the Ar- 
gentine Transports which are carry- 
ing the crew for the new battleship 
“Mareno” to Philadelphia, and who 
reported that. they had pzessed the 
“Rivadavia” at the equator going 
South.

POWER OF ELOQUENCE. 


Financial Effect of Whitefield’s Sermon 
on Ben Franklin. 

Whitefield made seven visits to Amer- 
ica. He brought great blessings to our 
land. Whittier wrote of him thus: 

The flood of emotion, deep and strong, 

Troubled the land as it swept along, 

But left a result of holier lives. 

In Philadelphia he preached with 
such effectiveness that the dancing 
rooms were discontinued, and the ball 
and concert rooms were shut up “as in- 
consistent with the gospel.” 

Benjamin Franklin tells that in Phil- 
adelphia 30,000 heard him with ease. 
Ben was caught with the matchless 
delivery of his sermons. “I happened 
in a meeting in the course of which I 
perceived,” writes he, “that he intend- 
ed to finish with a collection, and I 
silently resolved that he would get 
nothing from me. I -had in my pocket 
a handful of copper money, three or 
four silver dollars and five pistoles in 
gold. As he preached I began to soften 
and concluded to give the coppers: an- 
other stroke of his oratory made me 
ashamed of that and determined me to 
give the silver; and he finished so ad- 
mirably that I emptied my pockets 
wholly into the collection dish, gold 
and all.”—Christian Herald.

‘Shop and Defends His Company 


New York, Jan. 26.—John D. 
Rockefeller espoused the cause ol 
“good unions” before the federal 
commission on industrial relations, 
but limited his approval to those 
unions which permit the opén shop. 

‘l believe it to be just and proper 
and advantageous for labor to ass0o- 
Ciate itself into organized groups for 
the advancement of its Segitimate in- 
terests as for capital to combine for 
the same object,” said Rockefeller. 

“Such associations of labor manifest 
themselves in promoting collective 
bargaining, in an effort to secure bet- 
ter working and living conditions, in 
providing machinery whereby griev- 
ances may easily and without preju- 
dice to the individual be sid up 
with the management. 

“Whatever théir specific purpose, 
so long as it is to promote the well- 
being of the employes, having due 
regard for the just interests of the 
émployer and the public, having every 
worker frée to associate himself with 
such groups or to work independently, 
as he may choose—I favor them most 
heartily. 

“Combinations of capital are some- 
times conducted in an unworthy man- 
ner, contrary to law and in disregard 
of thé itifetésts both of labor afd the 
public. Such combinations cannot be 
too strongly condemned or too vigor- 
ously dealt with. 

“Although combinations of this kind 
are thé exception, such publicity is 
gefiérally given to their unsdCial acts 
that all combinations of capital, 
however rightly managed or broadly 
beneficent, are thereby brought un- 
der suspicion. 

“Likewise it sometimes happens 
that combinations of labor are con- 
ducted without just regard for the 
rights of the employer or the public, 
ahd methods atid practices adopted 
which, because unworthy or unlaw- 
ful, are deserving of public censure.” 

Rockefeller asserted that his com- 
pany, the Colorado Fuel and Iron, 
controlled only a small percentage of 
the mines involved in the Colorado 
Strike, and could not have dictated 
their policies. His compatly’s earn- 
ings, including bonds held by the 
Rockeféeliets, never exceeded 31% peér- 
cent per annum, he said. 

“Doubtless mistakes have been made 
and conditions are still imperfect," 
he declared. His efforts are being 
devoted, he testified, to developing 
increasing good will and to improve 
eXisting conditions as far as possible. 

“Frankly,” he said, “I confess I félt 
there was something wrong in a con- 
dition of affairs which rendered pos- 
Sible the loss of human lives, en- 
gendered hatred and bitterness, and 
brought suffering and privation upon 
hundreds of human beings.” 

To relievé this' condition, he said, 
he had récommended. the study of la- 
bor problems by the Rockefeller 
foundation. Co-operation between the 
Golorado miners and the eompany 
Management already has reached a 
highly satisfactory state, he said. 

“The welfare of employes should be 
constantly in mind,” he said, “and 
prolits at times should be subordinate 
to this. If fair wages and reason- 
able living conditions caniot other- 
wise be provided dividends must be 
defétred or the industry abandoned. 
Neither labor nor capital can prosper 
unléss the just rights of both are con- 
served. 

“I farther believe that in matters 
of industrial relations the public is 
efititled fo confidence and considera- 
tion. My appretiation: of the condi-|. 
tions surrounding Wage earners and 
my sympathies with every endeavor to 
better those conditions are as strong 
as those of any man. 

“if, with the responsibilities I have 
and the opportunities given me, I am 
able to contribute toward promoting 
the well-being of my fellow-man, 
through the lessening of injustice and 
the allevation of human suffering, 1 
shall feel that it Has been possible to

war are reaching this country. 
The devotion of a dug for his 
wounded master is described in a let- 
ter just received in New York city from 
Laurence -V. Benet. a member of the 
committee of management of the Amer- 
ican ambulance hospital in Paris: 

“A very interesting case turned up a 
few days ago. A private soldier of a 
zouave regiment was severely wound- 
ed near the Belgian frontier. When he 
left Algiers be was followed by his 
dog, a very handsome white and liver 
colored setter, and this dog followed 
his company throughout the campaign 
und into the trenches. every night 
sharing his master’s blanket, so that 
they managed to keep fairly warm and 
comfortable together. During a vio- 
lent bombardment by the German ar- 
tillery a heavy shell struck the parapet 
of the trench, killing about a dozen nen 
and burying this man deeply under the 
earth. The dog managed to dig him 
out, exposing his face, before he was 
completely suffocated, and then man 
aged to call the attention of men in 
the adjacent trench by seizing their 
clothing with his teeth and dragging 
them toward his buried master. The 
man was finally dug out and was found 
to be very badly wounded with frag- 
ments of shell, pebbles and pieces of 
earth that were driven into his body. 
‘He has lost one leg so far, and we 
may have fo take the other off. 

“The dog managed to force his way 
into the hospital train and reached 
Aubervilliers, near Paris, where man 
and dog were brought into our hospital! 
with one of our ambulances. | bud a 
kennel built for the dog. and he is now 
living near the kitchen and visits bis 
master in the wurd once or twice a 
day. It is really touching to see his 
devotion and his evident distress at his 
master’s suffering.” -: 


Boasts of Twenty-six Wounds. 

There is a friendly rivalry among 
the wounded in the Berlin hospitais for 
the distinction of having the worst 
shot up man in. the war. One who 
claims twenty-six wounds holds the 
present record, but Horst Pfeiffer is 
envied for his remarkable combination 
of peril and luck. 

Near Dixmude he received un order 
which he was to tke on his bicycle to 
the firing line. He bad to pass on his 
way a road that wis exposed to a bot 
machine gun fire from the enemy. He 
was hit eight times and dropped oft 
into a ditch at the side of the road, but 
succeeded nevertheless in handing his 
message to another soldier, who car- 
ried it to its destination. One bullet 
had grazed his skull. another passed 
through the upper jaw. one through 
the chin, one through the bone of the 
right arm, and one struck his left 
wrist. Two others struck bis helmet 
and his shoes. His comrades finally 
succeeded in rescuing bim from his 
dangerous position and sent bim to 
Berlin. where he has been awarded an 
iron cross.

Put Batteries In White. 

A device by which the Germans have 
helped winter mask their batteries in 
the field in northern France is describ- 
ed in a letter written.to the Frankfur- 
ter Zeitung by a journalist now servy 
ing as an artillery officer at the front. 

For weeks, he said, the German bat- 
teries in shifting positions had been 
hurling their iron hail against the 
French near Lille. Then snow fell, 
{covering the landscape with white. In 
vain the French officers on obserya- 
jtion sought to discover the German 
: batteries as on the day before by 
[maaebits for the sun glint on the metal 
parts. Everywhere there was but an 
unbroken stretch of white. 

The Germans, the writer explains, 
had turned each battery into white by 
wrapping the wheels and gun carriage 
with white towels, sheets and curtains 
and stretching a white sheet in front 
ef it. Suddenly a central patch in the 
white sheet was drawn away, and the 
white nose of the cannon was pointed 
upward through it. The very artil- 
leryman who touched it off, the corre- 
spondent adds, was dressed in white 
from top to toe in a ludicrous long 
jnightgown, and the entire battery and 
pits crew were quite indistinguishable 
amid the white of the snow covered 
lieindecape: 

Kept Diary of Anguish. 
' For ten nights during the recent

died a hero.” 


Earl Thrice Wounded. 


Lieutenant the Earl of Kingston, of 
the First Irish guards, ougkt. accord- 
ing to his own estimate, to be dead. 
| He is now lying at the military hospi- 
| tal, Denmark hill, in southeast Lon- 
| don, suffering from the effects of three 
bullet wounds and a fractured thigh. 
Telling how that came about, he said: 
~“We had a bad day on Nov. L 
About half past 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the most damnable shell fire start- 
ed, salves of their big high explosives 
intermittently with what they call 
‘universal.

Knew Where It Would End. 


Ap officer attached to the British 
headquarters in a letter to his wife 
writes: 

“In war the views and ideas of your 
enemy are at least as instructive and 
interesting as any comments you muy 
hear from your own people. There- 
fote the following notions from the 
lips of a German officer recently cap- 
tured are certainly worthy of your 
consideration, as the conclusion he 
drew contained a strong element of 
common sense. 

“He was asked how long he thought 
the war would last. He replied thut 
he was unable to form a definite opin 
ion, but that he would be very pleased 
to prophesy where it would end. So 
he was asked to proceed and then said, 
‘Within forty yards of where I was 
captured.’ ” 


What Worried Him. 


Maurice Donnay has received at the 
French academy a letter from a frieud 
in a dugout at the front. It contained 
not a word about the fighting or the 
“Jack Johnsons” or the weather in the 
trenches. The writer was tronbled 
about only one thing—be was afraid 
that the academy, which has been re- 
yising its dictionary of the French lan- 
guage for about threescore years, might 
have already reached the letter “I,” 
and about one word under the letter 
“I” this orthographer in the trenches 
holds strong views. 

The word is that commonly and, ac- 


cording to him, wrongly written “in-' 


lassable” (indefatigable). He implored 
M. Donnay to bring all his influence te 
bear upon the academy to insure the 
word being written “ilassable” in the 
revised edition of the dictionary. That 
was the only topic he wrote about. It 
was apparently the one uppermost in 
his mind. 

M. Donnay assured him that the 
academy was working on the letter “E 
and that the war would be over long 
before it got to “T.” 


Pictures Night Alarm. 


The modern battlefield at night does 
not lack picturesqueness, according to 
a German ofheer whose opportunities 
to be impressed have been many. In 
a letter to a friend he wrote: 

“Being on observation duty at night 
is not as lonely a job as you think. 
Time passes very quickly. There are 
nights, however, when every minute 
seems an hour. All that depends upon 
circumstances and your own frume of 
mind. 

“War here is more intense than it ts 
in the east. My observation post lies 
close to the lines of the French on a 
hill. From there I report the move 
ments of the enemy and direct our ar- 
tillery fire. Over me fly hundreds of 
shells and shrapnel from both sides. 

“A shower of them came last night 
Until about 10 o'clock all was quiet. 
From out of the night came the usual 
battlefield noises, if noises one could 
call them. Somewhere men spoke in 
an undertone, what language | don't 
know. Then came the sound of foot- 
falls. A man coughed in a suppressed 
manner, and the steps pf another were 
recorded by the faint voice of two me 
tallic substances striking together. 
Then the steps and other sounds van- 
ished, and I replaced my revolver. 

“There was nothing to be seen until 
to my right the rifles in a French 
trench began to sputter. Little tongues 
of purplish fire seemed to leap across 
the ground, and through the air went 
the wall of thousands of bullets. What 
they shot at I could not discover—false 
alarm, of course. But they kept it up 
valiantly, and the excitement com- 
municated itself to the trenches in 
front of me and to those beyond von 
my left. 

“Headquarters wanted to know what 
was the matter. After confessing my 
ignorance | returned to my task of 
observing things in. the dark. Soon 
the fire became general. The battle- 
field assumed an aspect’ which 1 would 
call ‘beautifully terrible: There were 
moments when it’ resembfed''a larse 
city in whieh’ the ‘inhabitants passed 
thé night by pulliig up and’ down the 
shutters of their windows. Of a sud 
den whole rows of houses would be 
lighted up, as the men in the trenches 
fired volleys. For a moment a part of 
this city would lie in utter darkness. 
and then would rise from it the col- 
timns of fire emitted by the howitzer 
batteries. The pillars of fire would

One of the mest interesting even- 
ings in the history of the Wollaston 
Congregational club was enjoyed, 
Tuesday evening, when Robert Lin- 
coln O’Brien, for many years the 
Washington correspondent of a large 
Boston newspaper and now editor of 
the “Boston Herald,” told of his ex- 
periences at the capitol and of the 
famous mien with whom he had come 
in close personal contact. 

From start to finish the talk was 
one of personal anecdotes, many hu- 
morous-and all intensely interesting 
interspersed with comprehensive word 
portraits of the nation’s presiderts 
and others high up in the conduct of 
governmenial affairs. 

In opening he mentioned the latest 
news item from the White House 
which stated that the Sayre baby had 
received in all a bushel basket of 
footwear. The best part of. the 
story he declared to be a/fake. Some 
enterprising journalist had done the 
rest. 

The extra work of the clerical force 
of the White House each time one of 
these fakes was put in circulation was 
described. He told of the fake re- 
port that some reporter started that 
the Cleveland baby had received 28 
baby.carriages.... There were. several 
hundred requests from all over the 
country asking for one of the extra 
carriages. - 

Mr. O’Brien called attention to our 
haphazard and care free selection of 
our chief executive. This often brings 
certain personalities out with dram- 
atic suddenness in marked dierence 
with, the European custom where e 
life preparation is made. 

McKinley hesitated long before ap- 
pointing Roosevelt assistant weRretate 
of the navy, fearing that he might be 
a bull in the china shop and little sus- 
pecting that the man would be his 
presidential successor. Garfield, when 
inaugurated, had not heard of Grover 
Cleveland who, four years later, was 
destined to hold the same office. The 
speaker showed how some of the ex- 
presidents fall back into obscurity 
telling anecdotes of U. S. Grant and 
Rutherford B. MWUayes. Taft and 
Roosevelt are notable exceptions to 
this rule. 

Speaking of the sudden ascension 
of presidential candidates Woodrow 
Wilson was mentioned, whose presi- 
dential qualities were first discovered 
by Colonel Harvey. and who, but for 
his suggestion, might never have 
started on the road that leads to the 
White House. Colonel Harvey has 
another favorite in Senator Borah in 
1916 but Editor O’Brien did not think 
that the selection would be success- 
ful. 

It comes to be the general impres- 
sion of newspaper men, he said, that 
there is a great deal of uniformity 
about the dust out of which all peo- 
ple are made and the so-called great 
men do not differ much from their 
humbler neighbors. He mentioned a 
certain vice-president about whom a 
newspaper man remarked “Adlai E. 
Stevenson, vice-president of the Unit-| 
ed States? Why, he would make a 
good selectman for the town of Abing- 
ton.” 

There was one man who did nat 
seem the same, said Mr. O’Brien. This 
was Theodore Roosevelt. He is an 
exceptional man with certain phases 
of genins that “are little short of mzz- 
ical.¢», He yknew everything about 
everything that. came along and had 
a magical capacity for absorbing the 
knowledge of what was round about 
him. 

In his conversations he monopolized 
all talk and in a loud voice with ab- 
solutely no caution. He never cared 
what he said or who heard it. He 
is almost a mind reader in knowing 
what a person is going to say and 
generally interrupts them and an-

Mrs. Park spoke of her observa- 
tions of the advance of women as seen 
in a trip around the world. She 
found that the tendency was always 
away from the oriental idea of seclu- 
sion and domination by men toward 
the freedom, participation and respon- 
sibility in the affairs of life held by 
the women of the western world. 

Everywhere it was plain that the 
opposition to the progress of women 
was not to specific reforms, but to 
anything which was different from 
that made familiar by custom. In 
fact, the greatest obstacle to the ad- 
vance of women has always ‘been 
conservatism. 

Mrs. Humphrey Ward, who, when 
visiting this country, expressed sur- 
prise thaé women here did not have 
municipal and county suffrage, as they 
had in England, is now opposed to 
parliamentary suffrage for women in 
her own country. This means mere- 
ly that she has become used to muni- 
cipal and county suffrage, and is too; 
conservative to support an enlarge- 
ment upon present conditions. She 
says that women can think municipal- 
ly, but not imperially. 

The oriental idea concerning women 
Mrs. Park said, is based on the three 
obediences, to father, husband, and 
son. A woman is to reach heaven by 
faithfully serving her husband. 

The Japanese, who desire to be con- 
sidered in accord with western civili- 
zation, have promoted the organiza- 
tion of women’s clubs, but the pur- 
poses of the clubs are those which} 
will be of most bénefit to men. The, 
Japanese cannot imagine the educa-! 
tion of girls for the benefit of girls, |

By way of showing to what degree, 
conservatism means enslavement to; 
ancient customs, however absurd or 
injurious, the intense opposition inj 
China to the abolishment of foot-| 
binding might be cited. -A serious 
newspapér article in that country 
contended that women with normal 
feet would become more miasculine, 
that men would never tolerate mascu-; 
line women, and that no such woman 
could make a rich marriage. 

Here we have a hint of some of the 
opposition to the participation of 
young women in the suffrage move- 
ment, lest they be considered less 
womanly and thereby injure their 
chances of marriage.

Sole Purpose Is Is to Bring

New York, Jan. 28.—The possible 
danger that the great philanthropic 
foundations, with their immense re- 
sources, might seek to dominate the 
churches, schools and people of the 
country, was suggested to John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., at the investigation 
that is being conducted into the ac- 
tivities of the foundations by the fed- 
eral commission on industrial rela- 
tions. 

Such an effort, Rockefeller said, 
| would never be made, because, in the 
first place, the people of the United 
States would never tolerate such a 
thing, and, secondly, the foundations 
had no such idea. Their sole pur- 
pose, he said, was to bring about bet- 


| ter conditions. 


Referring to the Rockefeller founda- 
tion, he declared that even in the re- 
mote futtre there was no danger that 
its directors might not be men of the 
same high ideals as those who at pres- 
ent controlled its policies. 

He had no objection, he said, to 
a “court of last resort,” consisting of 
the President of the United States, 
the governor of New York and the 
presidents of several universities, 
with the power of veto over the foun- 
dation, -but he did not think that such 
an amendment to the charter was 
necessary. He did not believe that 
within the terms of its charter the 
foundation could participate in poli- 
tics, “in the defense of the trusts” or 
in anything other than its stated 
philanthropic purnoses. 

Rockefeller said the general educa- 
tional board does not attempt to in- 
fluence educational institutions aided 
by it as to what they should teach or 
in any way to impress any policy upon 
them. 

He emphatically defended the 
Rockefeller foundation from _ the 
charge that it might become a menace 
to liberalism or democratic institu- 
tions. It was always subject to pub- 
Hic opinion, ‘he declared, and public 
opinion would force legislative curb- 
ing of it unless it proved beneficial to 
American institutions. 

Chairman Walsh cited a hypctheti- 
eal case in which the foundation might 
desire to have circulated a speech of 
W. L. M.. King opposing certain sug- 
gestions which might be made by 
Frank V. Hays of the United Mine 
Workers of America. Walsh asked 
if the funds of the foundation could be 
used to circulate King’s speech. 

Rockefeller thought they could. He 
did not know exactly where he would 
draw the line, but thought Walsh’s 
question was based upon the assump- 
tion that no man could successfully 
serve two interests. 

“That is wrong,” Rockefeller said. 
“There are Many men who Can suc- 
cessfully serve two interests.” 

He thought he could serve the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America and the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company at 
the same time and be absolutely fair 
to both. 

Rockefeller said he did not believe 
union leaders should have the right to 
call strikes without consulting the 
workers themselves. Neither did he 
think that the employes should have 
the right to stop work without appeal- 
ing to their constituency. 

No business had a right to exist un- 
less it could provide for its employes 
as well as its stockholders, he de- 
clared, and he was glad to say he be- 
lieved employers of labor Were com- 
ing more and more to lend a helping 
hand in every way to their employes. 

He would welcome suggestions from 
the commission in regard to any 
method by which the conditions of 
employes of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company could be bettered. He 
added that it would be a valuable 
help to directors of corporations if 
representatives of labor would meke 
suggestions regarding methods of im- 
proving the condition of the workers.

London, Jan. 28.—After two days 
of battling the Germans crashed 
through the French line near Craonne 
and won an important victory, which, 
taken in connection with their suc- 
cess on the north bank of the Aisne 
river at Soissons two weeks ago, adds 
to the new menace to Paris. 

Craonne is only twenty-five miles 
northeast of Soissons, and a junction 
two victcrious armies, which 
might be easily effected over this well 
wooded section of France, would re- 
sult in a heavy column being directed 
Straight at the capital, only sixty- 
five miles away. 

Paris admits that the French troops 
have been soundly beaten. The bat- 
tle at Craonne started Tuesday with 
a heavy and vigorous bombardment 
from the Germans’ heavy guns. All 
the way from Heurtebise to the forest 
of Foulon the French lines were sub- 
jected to a hail of projectiles of heavy 
caiore. 

Then came a sudden swoop of the 
German infantry. Under cover of the 
artillery fire the kaiser’s troops drove 
at the French lines with an impetuos- 
ity that for a time carried all before 
them. Some of the hardest fighting 
of the war followed. 


An Unexpected Incident 

The French war office declares that 
the German attacks were withstood at 
every point along the front except at 
the little village of LaCreute. Here 
one of the most unexpected of inci- 
dents proved disastrous to the French 
and turned the tide of battle. 

In an old quarry the French had 
made a sort of shelter and storehouse 
for ammunition, as well as a garrison 
retreat for the men engaged in the 
adjoining trenches. This quarry was 
on the side of a hiJl which formed 
part of the heights of LaCreute. 

Owing to the heavy fire of the Ger- 
men big guns a landslide was caused 
which seems to have virtually wiped 
this quarry out of existence and sent 
its French occupants scurrying to the 
southward.

Turks Reach Suez Banks 

After many rumors of an Ottoman 
invasion of Egypt, none of which 
have lived for more than a few hours, 
the Turks seem to have at last ac- 
complished the feat of actually reach- 
ing the banks of the Suez canal. 

A dispatch from Cairo says that 
Turkish troops, presumably the ad- 
vance guard of an army coming out 
of Asiatic Turrkey by way of the old 
caravan route from Rafah, has been 
met and dispersed by British forces 
at E] Kantara. 

Only a small number of men were 
engaged in the fighting, and the Brit- 
ish losses are given as one officer and 
four men slightly wounded. The 
Turkish losses are Supposed to be 
much heavier, as the British used ma- 
chine guns and rifies in replying to the 
‘turkish fire, and a British aeroplane 
dropped bombs upon the invaders 
near Birmurhadad. 

E] Kantara, where this collision oc- 
curred, is on the eastern bank of the 
canal and is only twenty-eight miles 
south of Port Said, the Mediterra- 
nean mouth of the waterway. ; 

In the Russian end of the war there 
is little to be heard. No official state- 
ment has come from Petrograd.
